* Damned fine men. General, 
damned fine men”, President 
Lyndon J-obnson, seemingly 
close to tears, said as he bade 
a stirring farewell in 1968 to 
men of the 82nd Airborne Divi¬ 
sion whom he thought he was 
sending back to Vietnam to 
thwart the Viet Cong’s Tet offen¬ 
sive. 

Tbe President, it transpires, 
was mistaken, “ conned " as the 
Armed Forces Journal discloses 
todav in an article describing 
how Mr Johnson was misled by 
the division’s commanders to 
sav goodbye to tbe wrong 
troops. The right troops were 
attending “an all-day beer bust 
and barbecue”, and by the time 
the President arrived would 
have been in no condition to 
stand in review. 

Mc*t of tbe substitute troops 
had just' returned from Viet¬ 
nam and were appalled at re¬ 
ceiving a send-off to return 
there, even from a President. 
Their officers half feared they 
would cause a mutiny in Mr 
Johnson’s presence, since there 
hud been so little time to in¬ 
form all of them of the charade.

Disturbing accounts of racial 
killings on a large scale are 
beginning to emerge from the 
reports of white Portuguese 
refugees I have been interview¬ 
ing in ■ southern Angola. They 
are the 6.000 refugees of Pereira 
d’Eca, temporarily - living in 
and aronnd the battered 
remains- of this small town, 
once of only 1,000 inhabitants. 

■Ninety ; per cent are of white 
or mixed blood. The houses are 
covered-with slogans in support 
of the Union for Total Inde¬ 
pendence (Uoita ); but, ironic- 
ally, it is from Unita that these 
refugees have fled. Most fami¬ 
lies in Pereira d’Eca mourn the 
loss of close relations, and 


these were' killed by Unita 
soldiers not by the Popular 
Movement (MPLA). 

Early last month, after the 
desertion of their officers, 
there was a complete break¬ 
down in Unita discipline. In Sa 
da Bandeira, a,town some 220 
miles north of the border with 
South-West Africa (Namibia), 
the murders were committed by 
well-armed and uncontrolled 
Unita troops Shortly before tbe 
advancing MPLA and Cuban 
forces took the town. 

Eduardo Batista, aged 14, and 
bis brother George told me of 
the killings as they waited on 
an airstrip in southern Angola 
for evacuation by a C130 Her¬ 
cules aircraft of -the South 
African Air Force. “They 


lolled our father and took 
everything away because we 
were white” the boy stated. 

Another young refugee, 
Joseph Sarlavisa from Sa da 
Bandeira, had seen Unita 
soldiers stop a friend, Senhora 
Isabel Dasilva, a clerk with a 
commercial bank in the town, 
as she drove through with her 
husband. “They first accused 
them of being members of the 
Portuguese Liberation Army ", 
Joseph said. 

“ Then the soldiers pulled the 
couple out. shot them and 
drove off in. their car. They 
were shoe because they were 
white, and for their, car.” 

One family said they ' had 
seen their cousin being killed 
by several Unita soldiers using 


bayonets. It was estimated that 
more than 100 Portuguese 
white civilians—men, women 
and children—were killed in Sa 
da Bandeira alone by Unita 
troops. 

However, if Unita was respon¬ 
sible for most uf the Portu¬ 
guese murders in Sa da Ban¬ 
deira, in other parts of Angola 
the other Western-backed 
movement, the National Front 
(FXLAi, and the MPLA. have 
treated them equally viciously. 

In Huamba, the MPLA, who 
were described by a South Afri¬ 
can officer as “ regrettably 
better disciplined than the 
other two”, killed any Portu¬ 
guese they could find along with 
any FNLA and Unita troops who 
had not had time to escape. 


The Uoita soldiers I have 
seen and miked to are low- 
calibre African peasauts who 
have beeu handed a rifle and a 
uniform. It is dear that with; 
out the discipline of their 
officers, and taking advantage 
of the weapons provided, they 
have Indulged in lulling with 
race hatred as its prime 
motive. 

The Unita and South African 
forces in Pereira d’Eca so far 
have tolerated each other’s pre¬ 
sence. As I left, it was becom¬ 
ing increasingly doubtful 
whether this uueasy calm could 1 
be maintained much longer. 

The South Africans said they 
could not be responsible for 
my safety if I mixed too freely 
with Unita.

The Department of . Energy 
yesterday called a meeting'with 
representatives of the Shetland 
Islands Council in an attempt 
to resolve a deadlock over the 
cotmcSY. demand that the oil 
companies should build under* 
ground caverns,, rather than 
surface tanks, in which to store 
minions of barrels of oil which 
will be piped into Shetland from 
the Brent field. . 

Mr John S m ith, the Minis te r 
of State, discussed the problem 
with Mr Ian Clark, Chief Execu¬ 
tive of the Shetland counriL 
and Mr A. L TuQoch, die con¬ 
venor. 

The point has been reached 
at which the disagreement oven 
the Sullom Voe site in Shet¬ 
land, chosen as the' terminal 
for two oil pipelines, may cause 
damaging delay to the pro¬ 
gramme to make Britain self- 
sufficient in oil by 1580. Sul¬ 
lom Voe, when operational, will 
receive more than half of all 
the oil from Britain’s North Sea 
fields. 

Relations between, the--Shet¬ 
land council and the oil - com¬ 
panies, led by Shell,. Esso and 
BP, seem to have sunk to a low 
point of mutual distrust and 
recrimination. The council is 
adamant that the oil companies 
will not receive planning per¬ 
mission for any development— 
either at the terminal or else¬ 
where in the islands—which the 
council believes is hot in .the 
best long-term interests of the 
Shetlanders. And it: has the 
necessary powers to maintain 
that position. ' 

The oil companies’ first 


objection to the proposal to 
build underground caverns was 
ca^ l i- would cost an. extra 
MUm. The two sides have now 
reduced that to an agreed 
figure of £20m, with the council 
saying that, on certain cacula- 
oons. the extra cost might be 
as little as £10m in a project 
costing about £350m for the 
first phase only. 

■ The oil companies also say 
tbat, apart from the fact that 
the cavern scheme would set 
back their programme by two 
years, they have doubts about 
its technical feasibility. 

Shetland council believes that 
BP has invested too much in 
the area not io accede, ulti¬ 
mately, to the council’s 
demands, and maintains that the 
00 companies have not been 
entirely straightforward with 
the coundl in previous dealings. 

Threats by the oil companies 
that they may be forced to 
demand a public inquiry are 
met with determination bv the 
council not to yield the point, 
even under those conditions. 

In fact, although the Depart¬ 
ment of: Energy intervened 
yesterday, it has no power to 
take over from the Shetland 
CO until, .which is equipped with 
formidable powers of control 
obtained through a private Act 
of Parliament hr 1973. 

An official of the Department 
of Energy said yesterday that 
the minister had discussed 
general problems of oil develop¬ 
ment with the two Shetlanders, 
but that no specific point about 
SuEom Voe was par to them. 
"The Shetlanders must be free 
to organize their own planning 
facilities ”, be said.

Self-treatment of minor ill¬ 
ness with medicines available 
without a doctor’s prescription 
is effective against three quar¬ 
ters of apparent symptoms, a 
study at the department of 
community medicine at Guy’s 
Hospital, London, has found. 

The results were given in a 
paper to the annual meeting in 
London yesterday of the Asso¬ 
ciation Europ£ene des Spe¬ 
cialities Pharmaceutiques Grand 
Public, the association of 
makers and distributors of pro¬ 
prietary medicines. 

Dr J. A. D. Anderson, head 
of the Guy’s department, said 
analysis of results from more 
than 600 patients was not com¬ 
plete but a panel of three doc¬ 
tors considered that only 5 per 
cent of symptoms were treated 
in a possibly harmful way. He 
concluded that most people 
treated their minor ill health 
themselves efficiently and res¬ 
ponsibly; but that they should 
understand that the medicines 
alleviated symptoms only, did 
not cure, and should be used 
only if the illness soon cleared 
up. 

The study found that people 
who had not consulted their 
doctor for a year saw them¬ 
selves as being healthier and 


more self-reliant about their 
health than those who sought 
medical advice. 

Dr Anderson suggested that 
family doctors had a responsi¬ 
bility to mould patients' atti¬ 
tudes more towards self-treat¬ 
ment of minor illness. It was 
reasonable to say that for many 
of today’s ailments palliation 
was the best that could be 
achieved with current know¬ 
ledge!, and if the right self- 
medication could bo selected 
little more was required of doc¬ 
tors than reassurance that there 
was no more effective remedy. 

Sick people did not appre¬ 
ciate that proprietary medicine 
relieved symptoms while nature 
did the curing. Dissatisfaction 
with the health services might 
lead people to undertake selF- 
treatment when they should not 
do so. Doctors needed to agree 
with makers of “ over-the- 
counter” medicines on thera¬ 
peutic claims and the duration 
of safe self-treatment. 

About 250 delegates from 18 
countries attended the confer¬ 
ence. The British group, the 
Proprietary Association of 
Great Britian, is awaiting the 
Government’s decision on the 
general sale list for home medi¬ 
cines, expected to be published 
within two weeks, laying down 
which medicines may be 
bought without prescription. 


District council rates to 
rise by average of 15%

Ratepayers in the non- 
metropolitan areas of England 
and Wales can expect average 
rate increases of about 15 per 
cent from April, according to 
the latest figures compiled by 
the Association of District 
Councils. 

The forecast is based on 
returns from just over a third 
of the 333 non-metropolitan 
districts, with estimates of the 
county and water rates. 

So far, 119 district councils 
have announced their proposed 
rates, of which 40 show an 
increase, 53 a reduction, and 26 
no change. The redactions 
range from 0.1 per cent to 28.7 


per cent, the figure at Notting¬ 
ham. Increases range from 0.4 
per cent to 33.7 per cent, Guild¬ 
ford disclosing the largest 
increase. 

In the non-metropotiiau 
areas the counties have the 
bigger costs through providing 
the expensive services such as 
education and social services. 
The result is that Nottingham 
ratepayers will still face an 
increase in their total rate bill, 
when the country precept and 
the water rate are added._ 

In Guildford the situation is 
worse. Surrey County Council 
found itself penalized by a loss 
In the Government’s rate-sup¬ 
port grant, and have had to 
increase its precept by about a 
fifth. 
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Amp thill hearing to decide 
on blood-test comparison

_ The Ampriull barony hearing 
has been adjourned to enable 
the nine members of the House 
of Lords Committee of Privi¬ 
leges to decide whether to 
order the results of blood 
samples, in possession of the 
two claimants to be compared. 

Counsel for Mr John Russell, 
one of the claimants, said on 
Tuesday That be bad made 
available the results of a blood 
test on the late third. Lord 
Ampthill to the other claimant, 
Mr Geoffrey Russell, and said 
that his client would withdraw 
his claim if a comparison 
showed that Mr Geoffrey Rus¬ 
sell could have been Lord 
AmpthilPs eon. 

It turned out that, through 
a slip, the results had not in 
fact been made available. Mr 
Geoffrey Russell and his ad¬ 
visers were given reports yes- 
rerday on the tests on the late 
Lord Ampthill as well as on 
other members of the Russell 
family. 

Sir John Foster, QC, for Mr 
Geoffrey Russell, reiterated his 
argument that the samples 
taken from Lord Ampthill were 
suspect. The legal-safeguards 
in taking blood- tests bad not 
been observed. He was not 
prepared . to compare the 
samples of Mr Geoffrey Russell 
and Christabel Ladv Ampthill’s 
blood with what he regarded 
as unreliable samples. 

Sir John’s main point was 
that there could be no ques¬ 
tion of comparing the blood 
samples - until - it had been 

shown on behalf of Mr John' 
Russell that a declaration of 


legitimacy in favour of Mr 
Geoffrey Russell in 1926 bad 
been obtained by fraud. That 
had not been done. 

.Lord Beswick, a non-lawyer 
member of the committee, sug¬ 
gested that if it could be shown 
by comparing blood' samples 
that Mr Geoffrey Russell could 
not be the son of the -third 
Lord ArapthilL, that m eant that 
Christabel, Geoffrey’s mother, 
must have concealed the fact 
of her adultery with another 
man from the court that granted 
the declaration' of legitimacy. 
That might amount to fraud. 

Sir John said fraud could 
not be proved on a hypothesis. 
It had to be.pairicmlarized. The 
other side could not go on a 
fishing 'expedition. . - 

The committee has - * two 
options before it. It could 
decide that Mr John Russell’s 
side had not provided any evi¬ 
dence of fraud on Christabel’s 
part and that. therefore the 
declaration of legitimacy Was 
binding. In that case Mr Geof. 
fry Russell’s claim will be suc¬ 
cessful. and the committee will 
advise'the full House .of Lords 
accordingly. 

If, however, the committee 
decided that the blood samples 
on both sides ought to be com¬ 
pared before they could come 
to a decision, it will be neces¬ 
sary to hold another hearing, 
with evidence being given about 
the circumstances in which the 
samples were taken, and on the 
results themselves. Thar hearing 
could not take place for sev¬ 
eral weeks.

Government accused of prejudice 


Mr Terence Higgins, Opposition 
spokesman on trade (Worthing, 
C), said there was an intrinsic 
contradiction in the Secretary of 
State’s position on the Skytrain 
issue. On the one hand he argued 
that the Skytrain offered pas¬ 
sengers nothing significantly better 
titan anything now on offer, and. 
cm the other hand, be argued that 
the public would prefer Skytrain 
to such an extent that it would 
have a traumatic effect on its 
competitors. He could not have 
it both ways.. 

It was difficult to avoid the con¬ 
clusion that there was some inbuilt 
prejudice on the part of the 
Government against encouraging 
iwHridual initiative and enterprise 
and allowing an eittrepreneur ro 
take risks and, if he was success¬ 
ful. get the profits and, if unsuc¬ 
cessful, bear the losses. 

What was needed was a frame¬ 
work within which airlines could 
undertake investment, particularly 
in wide-bodled aircraft. That 
required a degree of stability- It 
was ro be welcomed that the Secre¬ 
tary of State had come ont Jn 
principle in support of the second 
force coocept 

The important thing was that 
both airlines should have a frame¬ 
work within which they could in¬ 
vest with reasonable certainty 
about the future. 

In present circumstances Mr 
Shore had made a powerful case 
about not having competition on 
routes by dual designation.

Looking at the actual level of 
fares, the Skytrain proposal was 
substantially cheaper than the 
economy fare so-called. Consumers 
should be given tbe choice as to 
whether they had this service or 
went for the other arrangements 
mentioned by the Secretary of 
St3te. 

Tbe Secretary of State’s other 
objections were essentially the 
r;uestion of the balance of pay¬ 
ments, the suggestion that it would 
wreck the present rationalization 
agreements on the North Atlantic 
run. and the loss to British Air¬ 
ways. Give or take £10m or per¬ 
haps £5m either way, it did not 
have ary significant effect on the 
balance of payments. 

Mr Russell Kerr (Hounslow, Fel- 
tham and Heston, Lab) said the 
proposals, at a time when storm 
signals bad been showing for dvil 
aviation, were reasonably accep¬ 
table and satisfactory to both Bri¬ 
tish Caledonian and British Air¬ 


ways. Although a compromise 
heavily weighted towards private 
enterprise, the proposals would 
prove workable and avoid the 
redundancy of thousands of British 
Caledonian workers, with high and 
scarce skills Britain was likely to 
require in the years ahead. 

The Secretary of State bad saved 
something from the ashes with a 
formula which had a good even 
money chance of proving suffi¬ 
ciently viable over the next fen 
years and would avoid the 20,000 
redundancies which would result 
from the collapse of British Cale¬ 
donian. That would stand Mr 
Shore in good stead when he went 
to meet the London Airport shop 
stewards in a few weeks time. 

As for Skytrain, for the time 
being it would have been a crim¬ 
inally perverse decision to approve 
it, Ttipn spitting tn the face of tbe 
flag carrier, British Airways. But 
the idea should not be'buried. 
There was still a need to bring 
aviation into tbe reach of the 
masses. 

In Europe flying was roughly 
twice as dear as it is in Us native 
Australia. Better and cheaper tra¬ 
vel should always be sought for the 
mass of people for whom flying 
could be. but was not yet. an 
unimaginable boon. 

Mr Kenneth Warren (Hastings, 
C) said the document put before 
Parliament was a scandalous misre¬ 
presentation of a very brave man’s 
endeavour, enterprise and devotion 
to bis country.

Me Donald Stewart (Western 
Isles, Scot Nat) said an omission 
from the White Paper that would 
cause resentment in Scotland was 
the lack of reference to the 
resumption of the direct flights 
which took place from Scottish 
airports to foreign destinations.

Mr John Stonehouse (Walsall,

Nothing Mr 
Shore had said justified the deci¬ 
sion to overrule the decision on 
this taken by the Civil Aviation 
Authority only last year. 

It was deplorable of the Secre¬ 
tary of State to overturn the ver¬ 
dict of the CAA which had gone 
into the matter much more closely 
than he could have done. There 
was a certain'amount of prejudice 
in the matter. 

Mr Robert AlcCrindle (Brent¬ 
wood and Ongar, C) said that it 
must have taken considerable 
political courage far Mr Share to 
fly in the face of the pressures 


which must have come from 
behind him, when one compared 
the proposals with those in the 
Labour manifesto. 

Ending dual designation ms 
broadly the right decision- British 
Airways now had the best manage¬ 
ment for a loug time and had the 
most commerdal approach of the 
nationalized industries with which 
he came iota contact. 

Mr Leslie Hnckflckl (Nuneaton, 
Lab) said the minister had made a 
valuable and long standing deci¬ 
sion in ending dual designation. It 
was a' major step forward and he 
accepted that Mr Shore had been 
motivated by the need to preserve 
employment in bis allocation of 
spheres of influence. 

Mr Timothy Renton (Mid 
Sussex, C) said he was alarmed at 
the unique and isolated emphasis 
of the Government’s wish tn pro¬ 
mote the build-up of traffic at 
Gatwick. He was concerned that 
there would be growth by stealth 
in a haphazard and in-planned 
form leading to the conversion oF a 
rural, peaceful part of the country 
into a noisy, concrete jungle. 

Growth at Gatwick should be 
planned and serve the needs of 
those who lived within Gatwick’s 
own traffic generating area. South 
London and the South-East coun¬ 
tries. Gatwick rixould not act as a 
dustbin for all the growth that 
Heathrow could not^ take,- nor 
should it take the g r o w th that was 
not going to regional airports 
because they had not been pro¬ 
perty developed. 

Opposition, said Mr’shore’s’ daci- 
sion on Skytrain was unfair and 
discriminatory to Mr Laker. It was 
restrictive, oppressive against the 
consumer interest and bad. sprung 
from a misplaced bias against tbe 
entrepreneurial little man in 
favour of die big battalions and the 
monopoly in industry. 

He would ask the Opposition to 
reject bis view on Laker though 
they accepted the rest of the grade- 
Hnes as a brave and honest attempt 
to stabilize the British air travel 
industry. 

Mr Clinton Davis, Under Secre¬ 
tary for Trade (Hackney, Central, 
Lab), said if the Opposition 
accep ted t he Government’s objec¬ 
tives they were caught in the vor¬ 
tices of their own illogicality when 
they said the Government should 
consider Skytrain in isolation. This 
could not be done. 

Tbe operation of Skytrain would 
have, been bound to have caused 
substantial diversion from British 
Airways, which the Government 
were not prepared to accept. AH 
scheduled carriers were ' making 
losses on the North Atlantic; and 
British Airways were still losing on 
the New York service. 

United States carriers had made 
clear that in negotiating pacts the 
Skytrain would have had to come 
out of the British share. 

The G overnm ent motion was 
agreed to and an Opposition 
motion rejecting the Skytrain deci¬ 
sion was defeated by 252 votes to 
232—Government majority, 30.

Mr AloHoy—Housewives and 
greengrocer retailers who were 
angered at the price increase have 
been further incensed because 
mouldy, sub-standard potatoes 
bare been put in with potatoes for 
home consumption. This is a dis¬ 
graceful form of cheating. 

Mr Bishop—There have been no 
general complaints on this matter 
although they may be centred on 
some areas. I think the remedy for 
those concerned would be through 
the Food and Drug .Acts, . 

Mr Francis Pym, chief Opposi¬ 
tion spokesman on agriculture 
(Cambridgeshire, C)—-Hie impor¬ 
tant thing is to ensure that a realis¬ 
tic guaranteed price level 1$ 

arranged in' die price review so 
that we make sure that the full 
acreage is taken np and supplies 

will be adequate. 

Mr Bishop—I recognize that the 
guaranteed price is a factor in this 
but we will have to await the price 
review. Nevertheless there are far¬ 
ther factors which have ro be taken 
account in the actual acreage 
pfantsd. 

Although ho fully recognized 
that the potato shortage had 
caused some problems for many, 
he thought many people would do 
weH to rednee their consumption.

Mr Peter Rost (South-East 
Derbyshire, C) asked where be 
stood on the defence cuts, which 
an aH-party select committee had 
today unanimously condemned as a 
Government folly and threat to 
British security. Moscow was doing 
a marvellous public relations job 
on promoting the Leader of the 
Opposition (Mrs Thatcher) as the 
" Witch of the Western World ”, 
as she had the courage to warn the 
nation of the dangers of appease¬ 
ment and disarmament. 

Mr Harold Wilson (Hnyton, 
Lab)—There is no ministerial 
respousibHtty for Moscow, it is a 
typically humourless reaction to 
Mrs Thatcher’s recent discovery 
that the Berlin Wail was built 15 
years ago. _ ... 

With regard to defence policy, 1 
notice Mrs Thatcher said in a 
Panorama broadcast that she was 
not quarrelling with 94 per cent of 
the defease cuts but only the last 6 
□er cent- That will not be enough 
to pull down the Berlin Wall. 

Mrs Margaret Thatcher, Leader 
of the Opposition (Barnet, Finch¬ 


ley- C)—When will the Prime 
Minister concentrate on seeing that 
*hi& country is properly defended 
and concentrate his diplomatic 
policy on seeing people can fly to 
freedom from communist tyranny 
if they wish ? 

Mr Wilson—This country Is 
much better defended within tbe 94 
per cent cut in defence which she 
has accepted In her broadcast. 

With regard to people Dying 
from the communist countries—the 
Soviet Union and communist 
union—If she win inquire she will 
find ont how many people over the 
last 20 years have come ont of 
the Soviet Union as a result of my 
requests and pressures. (Conserva¬ 
tive laughter.) 

It is not a laughing matter. I 
would refer to toe statement of 
Moshe Dayan when Ruth Alexan¬ 
drovich came out and said she was 
let out in response to my request. 

Mrs Thatcher, on coming back t 
from Romania was stupid enough 
to publish a list of people she bad 
asked for. I am happy to say that a 
much bigger number were released 
this week as a result of represen¬ 
tations X made. 


Hereditary farm tenancies 


Mr Wedgwood Berm, Secretely 
or State for Energy (Bristol, 
South-East, Lab), . moving the 
second reading of the Atomic 
Energy Autiwnty " (Special Cons¬ 
tables) BIH, said it dealt with the 
grave threat of terrorism and the 
possibility tiiat terrorists might 
turn their minds to dornerous nu¬ 
clear materials. The Government 
were recommending that special 
cover should be provided for fissile 
material for civil treatment. 

TTie material 

form of uranium or plutomum -rad 
if not safeguarded from danger, 
might be used in certain circum¬ 
stances to create a public hazard. 
There was always a risk that a 
ransom might be demanded from 
someone who bad obtained such 
material. 

The Government had decided to 
strengthen security at centres such 
as Harwell, Wludscale, Dounreay. 
and Whitehaven and to consider 
further how the transit of 
materials might be handled. 

Security bad been strengthened 
at various buildings by means of 
fences, alarm systems, and com¬ 
munications with vehicles. But 
. there was a risk of violence, in the 
judgment of the Government, and 
armed guards were needed to safe¬ 
guard the materials and their 

^They had to see that these 
materials did not fall Into the 
wrong bands. If some incident 
occurred without the provision of 
armed protection people would 
feel that the Government and Par¬ 
liament bad let them down. 

In many other countries, the 
materials concerned were already 
under armed guard.. Since some 
international groups were in¬ 
terested in armed activities and 
looking round tiie world to see 
where they could acquire fissile 
materials. It would be awful for' 
Britain to be seen as a soft target 
and thus provide an Incentive lor 
attack. 

Armed guards were only a first 
tine of defence in the protection 
operation. They would provide a 
powerful deterrent and were in a 

E osition to sound the alarm and 
old an attack until reinforcements 
were available. 

Under the • Bill the Atomic 
Energy Authority constables, who 
were a proper police force under 
proper control, would be able to 
carry arms under standing orders 
of the authority. 

■ Two practices were bei rig 
brought into tine. The practice that 
there should be armed protection 
for fissile material-in tended for 
military purposes' was already 
there and the same protective 
arrangements were being brought 
into force for fissile material In¬ 
tended for aril purposes. 

Tbe second change was to bring 
the Atomic Energy Authority con¬ 
stabulary into line, for all the pur¬ 
poses referred to here, with tee 
Ministry of Defence constabulary 
who already used and exercised the 
powers provided for in the Bill. 

He had been asked if a constable 
could go anywhere with his gun ac 
any time to try to recover fissile 
material and make an arrest. 1c 
was only envisaged that a con¬ 
stable would pursue a criminal or 
try to recover material in circum¬ 
stances oF hot pursuit: that was to 
say, immediately after an attack. 

The Government had introduced 
this Bill reluctantly. The House 
and country recognized that there 
was a danger here and that people 
were entitled to know that the 
government of the day, with full 
parliamentary approval if that was 
vouchsafed, would give proper 
protection against hazards krtj-.vn 
to be real. __ 

Mr John Hannam (Exeter. C, 
for tbe Opposition, said the Bill’s 
implications for a nation which 
hitherto had managed to keep the 
use of dvil arms to a minimum was 
worrying. Yet, in the context of 
world terrorism and the need for 
amiost protection for society, this 
kind of measure seemed inevitable. 

If, as was implied in a report in 
The Times, an agreement was 
being drawn up between the major 
industrial countries, which presu¬ 
mably included the United king¬ 
dom, this Bill would play an im¬ 
portant part in that particular sort 
of international collaboration 
which he believed necessary- 
It was essential that the hi^ii 
standard of safety in nuclear 
production techniques should be 
applied to security. It wav a horri¬ 
fying thought tini murderous and 
ruthless bands o£ terrori sts were 
likely to attempt to develop, acd 
use nuclear devices. 


The Bill was right in its objec¬ 
tives but the creation of a separate 
police force caused alarm in Parlia¬ 
ment and outside. MPs were con¬ 
cerned about the apparent freedom 
given to the nuclear constables to 
enter other- areas to search tor 
suspected offenders. There was a 
. danger of conflict between tbe 
ordinary police forte and the nu¬ 
clear police forces ' 

Terrorism and hi jacking if 
extended to this urea could cause 
devastating damage. Every -effort 
must be made to prevent this. 

Mr Arthur Palmer (Bristol, 
North-East, Lab) said there was a 
risk of the occupation of a nuclear 
power station by terrorists, enter¬ 
ing perhaps by helicopters, and 
using their occupation to threaten 
the release of radioactivity. Tbe 
Government must give thought to 
this possibility. 

Mr Geoffrey Dodsworth (South- 
West Hertfordshire, C) said he bad 
been surprised to learn that un¬ 
guarded materials seemed some¬ 
times to have been temporarily 
mislaid when being carried about 
the country. Tbe BIU sought to 
provide arms as a defence or deter¬ 
rent. It would help to know how 
many people likely to be effective 
in looking after installations and 
pipelines because the problem was. 

wumiOU’i. - • 

Mr John Cunningham (White-'' 
haven. Lab) said the Windscale 
Colder Hall plant was a massive 
installation which he hoped would 
be farther extended because of 
new work. Even in a constituency 
like his tee actual physical security 
of sites and of nuclear materials in 
transit had hardly been discussed 
until recently. 

One thing which opponents and 
critics of tiie industry almost 
always, ignored was that the very 
people who worked in it were as 
concerned as anyone. 

The dilemma was that the public 
should be better informed but that 
this could defeat the object of 
maintaining tbe security of tbe 
rites and their-.products. Terrorist 
targets became larger and larger 
and their blackmail demands on 
society greater and greater. He 
regretted the Bill and deplored the 
circumstances of it but he recog¬ 
nized its necessity. 

The stealing of fissile material, 
by terrorists or insurgents, how- • 
ever, was entirely different from 
those terrorists having the facility 
to create nuclear weapons and' 
there was a grave danger that this 
possibility had been over-simpli¬ 
fied. He wanted to disabuse some’ 
of his own constituents and others -| 
who had written ro him. 

1 do not believe (be said) that a 
few guerrillas in a garret in tbe 
Cumbria hills can steal fissile 
material and in no time at all 
produce a nuclear weapon. That is 
rubbish. It would take informed 
scientists. 

Mr Alan Bcitli (Berwick upon 
Tweed, L) said It was dear that 
they could not establish as they 
could with their civil police what 
general provision governed the use 
oF firearms by the force they were 
discussing. 

There was more disquiet among 
the civil police than ministers 
seemed to realize. He did not see 
how lie could ask Liberal MPs to 
support this measure unless the 
House could hove undertakings far 
beyond those given by Mr Benn at 
the beginning of tbe debate. 

Mr Gordon Wilson (Dundee. 
East, Scot Nat)—There was a need 
for security but unless assurances 
were given about the powers of the 
constables the SNP might be 
forced to divide the House. 

Mr Alexander Eadie. Under 
Secretory for Energy (Midlothian, 
Lab), said the BID would give the 
A£A police access to whatever 
types of weapons were appropriate 
for their guarding duties. Pistols 
would be carried as with other 
police forces.. Heavier single shot 
weapons would be available if 
needed. The constabulary would be 
entitled to carry autumatic wea¬ 
pons such as sub-machine guns. 

It was likely that the terrorist 
making an attack on a nuclear cite 
would use such weapons and it was 
intended that automatic weapons 
should be available- for use. it 
necessary, by the police guarding 
situs. 

The Bill was read a second time 
by 104 votes to 11—Government 
majority, 93. 

The Education (School-Leaving

Lord Fletcher (Lab), marlng fa* 
Second reading of tbe Tyne ana 
Wear BUI, said it was promoted by 
The Tyne and Wear County Coun¬ 
cil. 

The need for the Bill arose from 
Section 26- of the Local Govern¬ 
ment Act, 1972, which repealed 
many of the enactments previously 
giving powers to a number of local 
authorities which had existed then. 
It became necessary that the newly 
created local authorities should be 
able to cany out and conunie tbe 
duties entrusted to the former 
authorities. Of primary importance 
were the provisions of the Bill 
relating to the Tyne tunnel and the 
six bridges over the River Tyne 
and Wear. ^ . 

There were apprehensions Felt by 
some on Clause 103 acd the pro¬ 
moters were prepared to make 
amendments in the Bill ro limit the 
operation of that danse. The pro¬ 
moters did not intend that the 
clause should extend their existing 
statutory powers in relation to 
their functions. They would seek 
to amend the' dame so that it 
merely made available ro them aa 
alternative legal means of imple¬ 
menting their existing statuiory 
powers using to the full the specia¬ 
lized skills and knowledge avail¬ 
able in the private sector- in the 
interest cf all parties. 

Lady Young (C), for the Opposi¬ 
tion, said the Bill should hove a 
second reading, but the Govern¬ 
ment ought to bring In a- major 
legislation on general powers tor 
local authorities otherwise all 
authorities would be forced to pro¬ 
mote private Bills of this nature 
and she could not believe that was 
in the best Interests of Parliament 
or of local government. 

There were five petitions against 
the BUI, so It would go automati¬ 
cally to the opposed Bills commit¬ 
tee. '"Nearly all were against 
Clauses 4S, 50, 102 and 103 which 
were major extensions of the 
powers now held by local authori¬ 
ties. There were grounds for 
believing that those powers were 
not necessary for what the local - 
authorities wished to 1 do. 

It might be thought there were 
possible parallels with tbe South 
Glamorgan County Council Bill, 
but. she did not believe that to be 
the case.

Labour chief sees threat of coalition 
government in EEC elections

"Labour MPs reacted strongly 
yesterday to an article iu this 
week's Labour Weekly by Mr 
Ronald Hayward, the party general 
secretary, in which he seemed to 
argue that direct' elections to the 
European Parliament would bring 
disadvantages to Britain and to the 
Labour Party in particular. 

The beading on the article. 
“ Direct elections, the first step 
to a European federation ”, does 
not entirely tally iritii the actual 
words used by Mr Hayward, al¬ 
though . he does state : “ What is 
in question is the further erosion 
of British sovereignly and the 
power of the House of Commons ”. 

Each of the nine member 
countries, he says, is oat to do the 
best for itself and to date there 
bas been little " community ” or 
“ European " thinking. An agree¬ 
ment to recognize the MPLA in 
AngLfa went sadly astray when the 
French jumped the gun, 

•Mr Hayward states: "There 
are, of course, many people in 
Westers Europe ... who sincerely 
and genuinely want ro see the EEC 
develop into a real community- 
They see the future an a federa* 
torn of Western Europe, with the 
European Assembly having real 
power over the national parlia¬ 
ments within the EEC. Some . . . 
envisage a federal Europe as the 
third power able in all respects 
to stand alongside the two world 
powers of the United States of 
America and the USSR.” 


But Mr Hayward points out to 
the enthusiasts that the national 
exeentire and the Labour Party 
voted 13 to none in January to 
request the Government not to 
commit the United Kingdom to 
direct elections until tbe national 
executive and the Labour Party 
Conference have had an oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss the important 
implications. 

One is that eventually the Com¬ 
munity may decide on a unified 
system of elections to the Euro¬

Portugal’s military and civi¬ 
lian leaders tonight signed a 
new power-sharing^pact to pre¬ 
cede general elections and the 
introduction of civilian rule. 

Under the terms of the pact 
the Revolutionary Council, a 
military body, will relinquish its 
supreme powers and become a 
consultative one in all but 
defence end other military mat- 
ters. 

The five main parties who 
signed the document in a tele¬ 
vised ceremony at the presi¬ 
dential palace were the 
socialists, the centre-left Popu¬ 
lar Democrats, the Communists 
and their allies, the Portuguese 
Democratic Movement and the 
Centre Social Democrats. 

The pact is to be written into 
the new constitution, on the 
basis of which free parliamen¬ 
tary elections—the first for SO 
years—are to be held this 
spring.

10,000 at Alicante funeral un seeks new sites for strike-bound conferences

Madrid, Feb 26 
About 10,000 people today 
attended the funeral in Eldu, 
near Alicante, of a young wor¬ 
ker shot dead by police in a 
demonstration yesterday. Para¬ 
military Civil Guards guarded 
the cemetery and hundreds of 
workers took the day off to 
attend the funeral 
Workers today planned to 
hold a one-day strike w pro¬ 
test against the shooting. In 


Alicante, police broke up a pro¬ 
test demonstration. 

The commission set up to 
study constitu ti onal reform, 
made up of Cabinet ministers 
and members of the Council of 
the National Movement, the 
country’s one legal political 
organization, has reached agree¬ 
ment on the right of political 
association. But as the delibera¬ 
tions of the commission are not 
made public, Spaniards are 
none the wiser about their 
rights in this sphere.

Arrangements for the reloca¬ 
tion of strike-bound conferences 
were being sought today as the 
Palais des Nations, the Euro¬ 
pean office of the United 
Nations, remained paralysed 
for the second day running, 
deprived of power, heating and 
telephone services. 

Strike leaders said they hoped 
a firm agreement would shortly 


be reached with the administra¬ 
tion on salary increases of about 
16 per cent, retroactive to last 
year. This is in accordance with 
the original mutual commitment 
to abide by the results of an 
independent survey comparing 
United Nations wage levels with 
those prevailing commerdal-ly in 
Geneva. 

The net monthly salary (after 
deduction of income tax) of 
most of the voluntary strikers 


is* said to average between 2,000 
and 2,500 Swiss francs (about 
£400 to. £500)—approximately 
the same as in the upper cate¬ 
gory of. experienced multilin¬ 
gual secretaries in Geneva.

Mr Jones urges 35-houi 
week throughout EEC

Erussels, Feb 26 

Carrying his offensive against 
unemployment into the councils 
of the EEC, Mr Jack Jones, 
gendral secretary of the Trans¬ 
port and Genera] Workers’ 
Union, called here today on 
European governments, employ¬ 
ers and trade unions to cam¬ 
paign jointly for a 35-hour 
working week. 

Speaking at a meeting of tiie

The pledge was made by King 
Khahd after five days of talks 
with President Sadat, , who com¬ 
pleted an official visit to Saudi 
Arabia today. 

A joint communique, issued 
here and in Riyadh today, said 
the Saudi aid was extended to 
1 to enable it to cope 
the urgent requirements of 
its people”. 

Although the aid is far from 
the 54,000m Egypt needs to 
revive its economy, Egyptians 
welcomed the Saudi gesture as 
an' example for other wealthy 
Gulf states to fallow. 

Mr Sadat's present tour takes 


in Oman, Qatar, Abu Dhabi, 
Bahrain and Kuwait. 

On the political level, the 
Egyptian-Saudi communique 
expressed full support for the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza¬ 
tion and said it should take parr 
as the sole legitimate represen¬ 
tative of the Palestinian people 
in all international conferences 
and meetings on the Middle 
East problem. 

The two sides declared that 
reaching a just Middle East 
settlement was the collective 
responsibility of all Arab states. 

“ Arab states sbould also 
mobilize their potential to foil 
any attempts to freeze the 
Middle East crisis, continue to 
retain the initiative and streng¬ 
then Arab efforts against any 
aggressive acts which Israel 
may commit **, the communique 
urged. 


On Lebanon, the scene of 
recent bitter factional fighting, 
the two sides underlined the 
need to preserve the country’s 
independence, sovereignty and 
territorial integrity. They also 
urged Lebanon to continue co¬ 
operation with the Palestinian 
resistance movement. 

_ In connexion with the grave 
situation in Western Sahara, 
fhe communique called for an 
end to military clashes between 
Algeria and Morocco and sug¬ 
gested the opening of a dialogue 
between the two fraternal Arab 
states. 

In Muscat. President Sadat'S

Mr Daniel Moynihan, the out¬ 
going American representative, 
today spoke out once again in 
defence of his attacking policies 
at the United Nations. America 
should make an issue of free¬ 
dom, eves if it discomfited 
others, he said. 

“We are the party-of revolu¬ 
tion, because we stand for free¬ 
dom”, he declared. “Let us 
never stand less proud of that 
than this year ”—a reference to 
the bicentennial of the Ameri¬ 
can Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence. 

Mr Moynihan was speaking 
at a reception to say goodbye 
to his staff at the American 
mission before returning to 
Harvard University to resume 
teaching. He gives up his 
United Nations job at the end 

of the month, and Mr William 

Scranton, the former Governor 
of Pennsylvania, has been 
nominated by President Ford 
to succeed him. 

Mr Moynihan recalled that 
when he had first taken up his 
United Nations appointment he 
had described the United States 
as the “ party of liberty ”, and 
said that American spokesmen 
should be “feared for the 
truths diey might tell”. He 
said today that they bad 
achieved that, and “ none of us 
need be ashamed”. It was “to 
the honour of this republic and 
its glory". 


In recent years, he went on, 
there had been a tendency to 
divide the world into rich and 
poor. In that process the very 
fan of American success 
worked against the United 
States. Those countries which 
bad been the most productive, 
the most successful, or just the 
most lucky bed the most to 
explain. 

Yet be argued that the econo¬ 
mic situation of the world was 
better than it had been. Hie 
poor countries had always been 
poor, and were now less so. In 
general, countries all over the 
world were better off than they 
had been. 

The world, he concluded, 
was not failing on economic 
development. But it was failing 
on the “progress of liberty. 
Thai was the issue on which 
“ we win ”, and America should 
make its case on that regards 
less of reactions. 

Mr Moynihan referred to the 
remarks made yesterday by Mr 
Ford when he nominated Mr 
Scranton as evidence that the 
policies he had followed while 
American representative “ are 
succeeding, will succeed, and 
oucbt to succeed.” 

He made no comments today 
about bis future plans, or about 
the possibility that he might 
try for election to the Senate 
from New York State. Put rL »e 
New York Post todav carried 
a report that he had decided 
against the attempt because of 
opposition, and because he 
wanted to avoid a hard fiaht 
over the Democratic Party 
nomination.

The deep thinkers of press 
and television have been con¬ 
ducting polls which show that 
the overwhelming majority of 

people in Massachusetts believe 

that economic issues are at the 
heart of the battle. 

The eight _ experienced Demo¬ 
cratic politicians . unanimously 
derived these findings and con¬ 
centrate on tbe ABC issues, 
abortion, busing, crime, and the 
indefinable qualities.of leader- 
shin and character. 

The men to watch are Mr 
Jimmy Carter and Governor 
Wallace. In the early days of 
the campaign until late last 
year, r.Ir" Carter was given the 
role of giant killer—in the 
South. 

Ee was to be offered up to 
the voters in Florida and later 
southern primaries as an 
attractive conservative alter¬ 
native to Governor Wallace. It 
v.-as hoped that he would knock 
Mr Wallace out of the race and 
tiiED gracefully make way for 
wiser and mere experienced 
northerners, such as Senator 
Jackson or perhaps Senator 
Humphrey.

Mr Carter 
claims that he, too, bas a plan, 
but his campaign so far has 
.been based on bard work and 
winning smiles, and he has 
avoided taking strong positions 
on anything. His solution to the 
busing issue lacks the attractive 
simplicity of his conservative 
rival. 

Senator Jackson, recognizing 
that he could not win the 
liberal sweepstakes againsr the 
likes of Mr Udall or Mr Fred 
Harris, has concentrated on 
busing, taking time off occa¬ 
sionally to hammer away at 
economic issues on which he is 
for better equipped than the 
others to produce convincing- 
sounding answers. 

Meanwhile, the liberals are 
fighting it out among them¬ 
selves, with Mr Udall in the 
lead and Senators Kennedy and 
Humphrey in the wings. Ameri¬ 
cans have always liked three- 
ring circuses, and the Democrats 
are providing a spectacular spe¬ 
cimen.

Americans in 
bribes case

Tokyo, Feb 26 

In an unprecedented step In 
86 years of Japanese parliamen¬ 
tary history the Government de¬ 
rided today to subpoena three 
foreign nationals to appear be¬ 
fore the Diet’s budgetary com¬ 
mittee as witnesses next week, 
when the panel is due to start 
a fresh investigation into tbe 
Lockheed bribery scandaL 

All three of the witnesses, are 
American citizens, and the 
Japanese Government indicated 
today that the subpoenas will 
be served through diplomatic 
channels if it does not receive 
objections from the United 
States Government. 

Two of the proposed wit¬ 
nesses; Mr A- C. Kotcfaiah, a 
former- vice-chairman of the 
Lockheed Corporation, and Mr 
Shig Katayama, a businessman 
who is alleged to have helped 
Lockheed to channel bribes to 
politicians, are resident in the 
United' States and are not 
legally bound by foreign 
subpoenas. 

The Government recognizes 
that it does not have the power 
to force Mr Kotchian and Mr 
Kztayama to travel to Japan, 
but officials said they hoped the 
two would appear as voluntary 
witnesses. The third American 
citizen, Mr Toshiyoshi Oni. 
Lockheed’s Asian representa¬ 
tive, is residenr in Tokyo and, 
under Japanese law, is liable to 
respond to the subpoena. 

Tbe decision to reopen parlia¬ 
mentary investigations into the 
Lockheed scandal was taken to¬ 
day amidst uoroar in the Diet 
ns the opposition alleged that 
tbe ruling parry is attempting 
to cover up the case in order 
to protect corrupt politicians 
and officials within its ranks. 

After a "heated debate the 
Government decided to summon 
another nine witnesses, includ¬ 
ing the three Americans, to 
appear before the budgetary 
committee’s inouiry. 

Tonight, the Japanese Govern¬ 
ment sent orders to its embassy 
in Washington to establish 
whether the State Department 
would approve of American 
citizens appearing before the 
Japanese parliamentary com¬ 
mittee. 

An official said that although 
Mr Oni, an American citizen 
of Japanese origin, is resident 
in Tokyo and bound by Japanese 
law, the request for the State 
Department’s approval had been 
sent to observe diplomatic 
courtesies. 

Among the other key figures 
who are expected to receive 
subpoenas within 48 hours are 
Mr Tetsno Oba, a former 
president of AH Nippon Air- 
wavs, who resigned shortly 
before the airline selected the 
Lockheed XnStar, * Mr Tokujr 
Wakasa, the present president 
of tbe airiine, and Mr Yoshio 
Kodama, who is alleged to have 
passed on 57m <£3.5m) in 
bribes to officials and 
politicians. 

Two fanner witnesses who 
testified before a parliamentary 
commission of Inquiry earlier 
this month are to appear before 
the budgetary committee again. 
They are Mr Toshiharu Okubo 
and Mr Hiroshi Itoh, former 
executives of the Marubeni 
Corporation. who allegedly 
signed coded receipts for 
Lockheed bribe money. 

Much to _ the anger of the 
opposition, it appears that only 
four oE the nine witnesses will 
aonear before the committee 
t!*rr week. Doctors testified in 
Parliament rod3^ that_ Mr 
Kodrma, the key witness, is not 
medically fit to appear in the 
Diet.

And yet the style of 
the book, and its underlying assumptions 
of privilege, say a good deal about me 
authority and somewhat patrician manner 
of what is possibly the most influential 
single family in Italy. (Enormous as well 
as influential: there are 110 cousins on the 
Agnelli family tree.) 

-l/e always wore sailor suits has sold over 
150,000 copies in Italy, and iron the 
literary Prenrio Scanno. Its success-— 
almost unprecedented in Italy with a book 
of this kind—is due as much to the fact 
that remarkably few books as lucid and 
readable as this have been written about 
fascist Italy, as to genuine, curiosity about 
the Agnelli family. Susanna Agnelli.was 
born in 1922, the year that Mussolini be¬ 
came Italy’s dictator. She starts her 
storv with scenes from a rich and strict 
childhood, wben she and her brothers and 
sisters were dressed in sailor suits, blue 
fo winter, white in summer, cosseted and 
regimented by a series of governesses, 
nursemaids and servants. (An American 
reviewer somewhat unkindk compared it 
to Upstairs. Downstairs.) She ends the 
book in 1945, with the end of the war, 
Mussolini’s death and her marriage. 

In between are encounters and ex¬ 
changes with fascists and partisans, sol¬ 
diers and refugees, recounted in a. 
curiously, innocent political tone. “ My idea 
then of fascism”, she says at one point 
early on in the book, .“is of something- 
inevitable . and ■ ludicrous but we don’t 
hear much talk about it.” Her mother goes 
to see Mussolini to ask .him to help her: 
she herself becomes a nurse ou-a hospital 
ship and falls in love with Raimondo, 
close friend of Count Clano, Mussolini's 
son-in-law. Her.marriage in 1945 is to. 
Urbano Rattazzi, a cavalry officer who 
served with the fascists. There is no poli¬ 
tical condemnation, no obvious ideological 
stance. She simply knew these people, 
just as she did the partisans later on, and 
the Allied soldiers when they took over 
the Agnelli house in Rome, and she des¬ 
cribes them all, with the same humour 
and affection and slight mockery. There 
are funny moments, mid disasters, all told 
at tiie same, pace and with the same lack 
of criticism. What matters is behaviour, 
personal probity. 

Scant concern with political ideology 
in favour of extreme fairness, good sense 
and good manners is as characteristic of 
her today. Twelve years ago Susanna 
Agnelli went to live at Porto Santo 
Stefano, a small town on the coast 100 
miles north of Rome. She grew increasingly 
impatient with the ineptness of local poli¬ 
ticians, and in 1970 was elected councillor, 
standing as an independent, but on a 
Republican ticket. Eighteen months ago 
she was made mayor, and was reelected 
with a large majority in the local elections 
last June. ' “ i mo chosen because the 
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people see me working very hard, every 
day", she says. “They are not used to 
seeing politicians do things for t h e m .” 

Certainly she has immense energy, great 
charm, and ruthlessness she does not hesi¬ 
tate .to use. Under her determined . on¬ 
slaught the local schools' are getting 
organized, the sewage is being dealt with, 
a surgery has been completed, and a 
library huHt. During a forest fire last 
summer sbe hired—in the teeth of con¬ 
siderable local- opposition—a French fire¬ 
fighting aircraft that arrived in time to 
check the fire. 

Most remarkable, perhaps, she has put 
a stop to the illegal building of holiday 
villas (Santo Stefano has a summer popula¬ 
tion of 100,000, a winter one of 15,000) 
along the protected coast line. Her 
method is simple. If an unscrupulous 
builder puts up the house regardless cf 
permits, she orders it to be pulled down; 
in same circumstances she will accept 
twice the value of the finished house as 
a fine to pay into the local coffers. It 
would be very hard indeed to imagine 
her being bribed. 

She stands for no rudeness, no incom¬ 
petence. She sets the pace herself, work¬ 
ing long hours in the town haH, concern¬ 
ing herself with the smallest details of 
personal problems, and travelling up and 
down to Rome to a tt end to business in 
the nurses teaching school &e has built 
up, in a way almost unique in Italian local 
politics.

What equality 
will mean for the women 
at West Point 


In July the United States military academy 
at West Point will inaugurate the greatest 
change it has ever made in its long and 
honourable tradition of training young 
men. to be officers in - the United -States . 
Army. One hundred women will be among 
the class of 19S0 swearing to uphold the 
principles of “honour, duty, country”. 

West Point does not intend to allow this 
momentous change, signed into law by 
President Ford last October to alter in any 
way the mission, character and principles 
it has cherished almost unaltered since 
1802. Virtually no change will be made. 
Women will be treated exactly as men, 
receiving the same training and education, 
living in the same quarters, subject to the 
same rules and duties and obliged to 
follow the same rigorous athletics pro¬ 
gramme. The only concession wfil be that 
in the physical aptitude test the Hexed 
arm hang from a bar will be substituted 
for pull-ups (physiologically almost im¬ 
possible for women), and women will do 
judo and karate instead of boxing and 
wrestling. Tbe most radical demands for 
equality of treatment could not have been 
more fully met. 

Planning for women began two years 
ago : West Point fought vigorously against 
their admission, but foresaw the inevitable, 
cufd decided to accept it with good grace. 

An athletics research project is now ' 
testing die physical capabilities of women 
volunteers—a field in which little research 
seems to be available. Films and laboratory 
instrument?, measure women r unning with 
heavy equipment, performing on route 
marches, managing the ceremonial drill.

■ Those teams taking advantage 
of a public outing over Britain's 
o nly pe rmanent international show 

jumping course are West Ger¬ 
many, once again the defending 
champions; France, Sweden, the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Ireland, 
New Zealand and the host nation. 
Switzerland have also shown an 
interest in sending a team. The 
international affairs committee of 
the British "Show Jumping Asso¬ 
ciation have already announced 
that the seven short-listed aim , 
teure. few Montreal mD not be 
competing as a team until the 
Locerne international show at the 
cid of May. There is thus a 
strong possibility that those pro¬ 
fessionals who hare horses ready 
in April win be selected to defend 
the Nations Cup, which they won 
at BJckstead last July. Bur it does 
not necessarily mean Commander 
Bill Jefferis, secretary-general of 
the governing body, told me 
yesterday, that there wfl] be no 
amateurs in the British team at 
Hicks tead 

The West Germans, however, 
whose official international show- 
in Aachen has been moved for¬ 
ward from July to May 13 to 23, 
will doubtless be looking to the 
Prince of Wales Cup as a trial run 
for their own Nations Cop the fol¬ 
lowing month. They may thus be 
expected to field a team of Olym¬ 
pic strength. The same thing 
applies to the Fr ench , who are 
going to have to provide a satis¬ 
factory demonstration of their 
potential in order to get to 
Montreal at all. 

Only six Nations Cups will be 
held before tbe Olympic Games 
take place. They will be at 
Hlckstead, Aachen, Lucerne, 
Olsttyn (Poland) and Ttin will ers- 
hagen (East Germany). 

The first. British tour of tbe year 
will be to *s Hertogenbosch. In tbe 
Netherlands (March 12-14) and 
Dortmund (17-21).. The riders are 
David Broome (with Heatwave, 
Jacgermdjtcr and John Fahey's 
former horse Moneymaker), 
Harvey Smith (Truman, Volvo aod 
Willi Bach's former horse, Willi 
Swap), Caroline Bradley (Marios, 
Lady Fraser’s The Black Professor 
and Intercontinental), Paddy 
McMahon (Pennwood Koyle and 
Red Polo), Lionel Donning (Free 
Agent) and Pamela Dunning 
(Miniature and Penny Paul).

Court of Appeal 


When charter hire is due on Sunday 


The Laconia 

Before Lord Denning, Master of 
the Rolls, Lord Justice Lawton 
and Lord Justice Bridge 
[Judgments delivered February 25] 

The Court of Appeal decided, 
by a majority, that shipowners 
had waived their right under a 
time charter party to withdraw a 
vessel where ** punctual payment 11 
of the tore fell due on a Sunday 
and, because the banks were 
closed, the charterers did not pay 
until 3 pm' on the Monday. The 
Master or the Rolls said that if 
punctual payment could not be 
made on the due date because tbe 
banks were closed, the rule 
should be the same as It was with 
tiie courts of law where something 
was done in time if done ou the 
□ext dav the court offices were 
open. 

The court, in reserved judg¬ 
ments. Lord Justice Bridge dissent¬ 
ing, allowed an appeal by Mardorf 
Peach & Co Ltd, of London, 
charterers of die vessel Laconia, 
from Mr Justice Donaldson 
([1973] 1 Lloyd’s Rep £34) who 
ba d held, oo a case sotted by 
arbitrators, that . shipowners, 
Attica Sea Carriers Corporation 
Of Liberia, were entitled to with¬ 
draw their vessel because tbe hire 
payment was late. 

Leave to appeal to the House 
of Lords was granted. 

Mr Anthony Lloyd, QC, and Mr 
K’icboUs Legb-Joiics for the 
charterers; Mr J. S. Hobhouse, 
QC, and Mr Ian Kixraell for the 
shipowners. 

The MASTER OF THE ROLLS 
said that on January 8, 1970, the 
owners of tbe Laconia let her on 
a time charter to tbe charterers for 
three months 15 days more or less 
at c-iarterer’s option. The lore was 
S3.10 per ton per calendar month. 
A printed clause provided that 
“ falling the punctual and regular 
payment of the hire ...” the 
owners were at liberty to withdraw 
the vessel. A special typed clause 
said that hire was to be paid to 
“ owners . . . into their account 
with First National City Bank, New 
York, 34 Moorgate, London EC2 
to tbe credit of OFC (Overseas 
Finance Corporation] account 
7053S6 *\ 

The first six instalments were 
paid punctually. The seventh fell 
due on April 12, a Sunday- Tbe 
banks were not open; nor were 
they on the Saturday before. The 
charterers thought they would be 
in time if they paid on tbe next 
opening day, Monday. The owners 
thought that payment should have 
been made on Friday, the 10 th. 

At that time the market had 
risen sharply to S5.50 per ton, so 
it was to tbe owners* advantage 
to determine the time charter as 
soon as they could, and let the 
vessel out afresh at the higher 
rate; it was to the charterers' 
advantage to keep it going at the 
lower rate. 

On the Sunday the vessel was 
outside Halifax, and the charterers 
had undertaken that sbe should 
load cargo for Glasgow. On the 
Monday morning tbe owners 
noticed that the hire had not been 
paid and thought they could with¬ 
draw the vessel forthwith. But 
they decided, without telling the 
charterers, to *' give it unto 3 pm, 
meaning that if tbe hire payment 
was received before that time we 
should accept It, but that if it was 
received afterwards, it should be 
rejected 

They warned tbe charterers by 
telephone on die Monday morning 
that they were in breach of tiie 
hire obligation and that they were 
contemplating withdrawing tbe 
ship. The charterers understood 
that as a request for immediate 
payment Of hire. .RraTinns t*"f 
were In pent tsey instructed their 
London bankers, the Midland 
Bank, Eastcbeap branch, as a 
matter of urgency to “ arrange for 
immediate payment so that money 
will stfD be with owners, this 
morning ” asking them to pay 
directly to tbe credit of the 
numbered account with PNC under 
the typed clause. Midland got into 
touch I mmed i a tely with their 
overseas branch, which made out 
a “ payment order ” and sent it 
round by hand to FNC at Moor¬ 
gate- The messenger delivered it 
ar or about 3 pm, shortly before 
closing time. 

The payment order figured 
largely in the case. It was issued 
under the London currency settle¬ 
ment scheme operated by banks. 
The Midland Bank had a running 
account with the FNC Bank into 
which It credited or debited 
United States dollars. When it 
issued the “ payment order ”, 
Midland made an entry in that 
account crediting FNC with 
S33.328. That was a credit as be¬ 
tween tbe two banks themselves. 
Midland also debited its customer, 
Mardorf Peach, with tbat amount 
In its own books. When FNC 
received the “ payment order ” 
they made an entry in the run¬ 
ning account debiting Midland 
with the amount. That was a 
debit as between tiie two banks 
themselves. FNC al9o credited its 
customer's OFC account 7055S6 
with that amount in its own books, 
and notified Its customer accord¬ 
ingly. 

Such ** payment orders ” were 
regarded by tiie two banks as 
equivalent to cash passing between 
themselves. 

Each bank, in its own books, 
debited or credited its own cus¬ 
tomer at the time of the trans¬ 
action with the appropriate 
amount and notified its customer 


accordingly. It took some little 
time—-up m 24 hours—to “ pro¬ 
cess ” The payment order to the 
Goal stage when it credited its 
customer’s account; but it could 
be done more quickly if tile cus¬ 
tomer asked for it specially. 

After die Midland messenger 
had banded tbe payment order 
over the counter at or about 3 ins, 
it went through farther processing 
and at about 3 JO pm an “ editor ” 
telephoned the owners saying 
that they bad received a 
payment order for the amount 
of the charter hire. The 
owners at once instructed FNC to 
refuse the money and return it 
to Midland; SO the “editor” 
doing the processing struck out 
what bad been written and wrote 
instead “ Returning funds per OFC 
instructions Someone else wrote 
“ Beuefidaries refused payment. 
Please advise remitter by phone 
Then someone telephoned Midland 
and told them of the refusal. Next 
day FNC sent a payment order 
over to Midland ret ur n i ng the tike 
amount to them. 

Three hours later on the Monday, 
at about 6.55 pm, the owners 
telexed the charterers, saying that 
the owners withdrew the vessel. 
That put the charterers in the 
gravest difficulty for tbe voyage to 
Glasgow. The owners asked for 
SS a ton as against tbe S3.10 
charter rate. The charterers had 
no choice but to pay ; but it was 
agreed that adjustments should be 
made later if the owners were 
wrong in withdrawing the vessel. 

Tbe arbitrators found in terms 
tbat “ (he seventh Instalment of 
the hire was due on April 1 Z ” (a 
Sunday). Yet they held that "in 

point of law ” the hire was due 
on April 10, the Friday. Both 
they and the Judge found in 
favour of the owners that the 
charterers were in default by not 
jxtying on the Friday so that the 
owners were entitled to withdraw 
the vessel on the Monday. 

That raised a point of much 
practical importance. Under tbe 
contract the hire was to be paid 
“ punctually ” into an account at 
a bank. That could not be done 
ou the due date—because banks 
were closed. They were also closed 
on the Saturday. Was it tbe char¬ 
terers' duty to make payment on 
the Friday ? Mr Uoyd had so 
conceded before tbe court; and 
so bad Mr Staughton in The 
Ceorgios C fri971] 1 QB 488). His 
Lordship knew that a concession 
made by counsel in one case and 
accepted by the court was often 
treated as law in the next; but 
be had found no authority to sup¬ 
port that concession except a 
passage in Hdlsburp Lacs. Such 
authority as his Lordship had 
found suggested that payment 
could validly be made on the Mon¬ 
day. 

The word " punctual *' had to 
be construed strictly. It meant 
payment on the very day. Bnt if 
payment could uot be made on 
the very day, because the banks 
were dosed, what was the posi¬ 
tion ? In the parallel case of the 
courts of law, when anything was 
to be done on a Sunday, or tiie 
last dav was a Sunday, when die 
court offices were closed, it was 
done in time if done on the next 
day on which the offices were 
open. That was tiie position not 
only under the Rules of the 
Supreme Court but in authorities 
going back to 1862 . 

If such was tbe rule when the 
court offices were closed. It should 
be the same when the banks were 
closed. There should be a definite 
rule throughout tbe law as to tbe 
effect of closure of offices, so that 
people should know where they 

aiuuil. All Ills unjrc 30, WSere, tfS 

bene, the failure to make punctual 
payment exposed the party to 
grievous consequences. That was 
also the view of some business¬ 
men, such as the owners’ agent 
In The Brtnmes ([1973] 1 WLR 
386, 395). 

Another important point was the 
time at winch tiie payment took 
place when made by a “ payment 
order ** under tbe London cur¬ 
rency settlement scheme. When 
the receiving bank received it ? Or 
when (after it was “ processed ”) 
it was credited to the customer’s 
account ? 

The judge appeared to have held 
that the hire was not paid when 
the payment order was banded 
over the FNC counter but only 
after it bad been “ processed *' 
and actually credited by FNC to 
the account nominated by the 
owners. So he thought the 
charterers would have been in 
default even if tbe payment order 
had been delivered to FNC just 
before the close of business on the 
Friday because the processing 
would not be done until the bank 
opened on the Monday. That would 
indeed be astonisHing. 

What did “ processing ’* entail? 
The arbitrators found that FNC 
would normally take up to 24 
hours to process a payment order 
to the final stage of crediting a 
customer’s account; but that they 
would do it more quickly if 
specially asked by customers and 
would be prepared to give favoured 
customers special facilities by way 
of advance or loan before “ pro¬ 
cessing ” was completed. 

That showed that “ processing ” 
was a piece of mechanism inside 
the bank. Tts speed should not 
affect the legal position of tbe 
parties making or receiving pay¬ 
ment. Parties in business must 
know where they stood. The pay¬ 
ing bank was the agent of its 


customer to make the payment; 
the receiving bank was the agent 
of its customer to receive it. The 
banks themselves regarded the 
11 payment order ” as equivalent 
to cash ; the arbitrators so found. 
If the paying bank had sent actual 
currency, the payment would be 
made when ft was handed over tiie 
counter and accepted by the receiv¬ 
ing bank without objection. So also 
with the payment order. It was 
equivalent to cash paid over to the 
receiving bank and, if accepted 
without objection, it was equivalent 
to its customer himself accepting 
cash without objection. 

As the hire was due on tnc Sun¬ 
day and the charterers bad not 
paid on tbe Friday, they were 
one day late when they paid on 
the Monday. Tbe owners knew on 
the Monday morning tbat the 
charterers had not paid on tiie 
Friday; but they did not give 
notice of withdrawal. And before- 
any such notice was given, the 
charterers made payment of tbe 
hire by payment order to the 
account nominated by tbe owners 
at about 3 pm on tbe Monday. 
It had been received by their 
agents and accepted by them - 
as equivalent to cash. His Lordship - 
considered that that receipt (even 
before it was “ processed ”) 
amounted not only to a remedy of 
the breach by the charterers, bur 

also to a waiver of forfeiture by 
tiie owners. The charterers had 
remedied the breach and the. 
owners had waived the forfeiture 
before notice of with drawn] was 
given or received. On that ground 
bis Lordsbip would allow the 
appeal. 

The case was the third recent 
one where shipowners had sought 
to withdraw a vessel fur non¬ 
payment of hire. The other two 
were The Giorgios C and The 
Brim ms. Tbe merits bad become 
submerged In a sea of technicali¬ 
ties quite inappropriate, as the 
judge had said, to commercial 
relationships. They had deterio¬ 
rated into a game of wits played 
out between shipowners and char¬ 
terers lacked by lawyers and 
bankers. The game might have its 
fascination for the players, but it 
was very expensive and time- 
consuming. and the outcome was 
as uncertain as the spin of a coin. 
His Lordship had tried hard to 
find a solution which would be 
appropriate to a commercial rela¬ 
tionship but he bad found none. 
He could only hope that as the 
cases arose the courts would lay ■ 
down the rules with precision so 
that they could be applied quickly ' 
and ceraifiiv. 

LORD JUSTICE LAWTON, con¬ 
curring, said that, in relation to 
payment of the hire under the 
charter, the parties must have 
intended that tiie time of payment 
should ne when the charterers 
handed over cash or its equivalent 
to the bank official whose Job it 
was to receive cash or deal with 
credit transfers and that official 
accepted It for what it purported 
to be. Aijy other construction 
would make commercial life diffi¬ 
cult for charterers under the 
present form of charterparty. Once 
the bank official had accepted the 
payment foi what it was intended 
to be, the charterers would have 
no control over what happened 
next. 

On the question whether the 
charterers baa paid the hire 
before the owners withdrew the 
vessel. In his Lordship’s view they 
paid the hire when their bank 
handed tbe payment order to the 
owners’ bank to be credited to the ' 
specified account. .The legal posi¬ 
tion was not altered because, as a ■ 

woHfaatf ^erea'^r'to^be'd onxT. ~ 

LORD JUSTICE BRIDGE, dis¬ 
senting. said that as he had 
reached a conclusion in favour of 
the shipowners on the waiver 
point, he was content to assume 
that there Mas a tender of payment 
“ in cash ” as soon as the payment 
order was delivered. 

In Ms Lordship’s view the prin- • 
ciples governing the shipowners’ 
waiver must be the same as those 
which governed a lessor’s waiver 
of forfeiture by accepting rent. IP 
the party entitled to exercise the 
right of withdrawal or forfeiture 
did an unequivocal act Inconsistent 
•with an intention to withdraw or 
forfeit, he was taken to have ' 
elected to affirm the lease or 
charterparty. 

But the test of election was 
objective. So the question was 
whether tbe party alleged to have 
waived (or his agent) had so acted 
as to indicate to the party render¬ 
ing payment (or his agent) that 
the payment was accepted. 

The charterers said that mere 
receipt of tbe payment tendered 
was sufficient to constitute a 
waiver. But that could on!y be 
right if the payment Mas received 
in circumstances which gave the 
party who received it a reasonable 
immediate opportunity of rejection 
which be neglected to take. 

On tiie facts as found no such 
opportunity to reject could be in¬ 
ferred ; and Jn fact within a short 
time of receipt of the payment 
order tiie bank was instructed that 
it should be refused, and steps 
were taken the. nett day which 
had the effect of cancelling tiie 
payment. The charterers had failed 
to show tbat tbe court should in¬ 
fer a waiver by the shipowners of 
their right to withdraw the ship. 
His Lordship would dismiss the 
appeal.

Nuisance must aiso affect non-occupiers 


National Coal Board v Thorne 
Before Lord Widgery* Lord Chief 
Justice, Mr Justice Kilner Brown 
and Mr Justice Watkins 
(Judgments delivered February 24] 

A “ nuisance ” within section 
92 (lj(a) of tiie Fublic Health 
Act, 1S36, does not arise if the 
act or default complained of 
affects only the occupiers of the 
premises where tbe act or default 
takes place. The common law 
definition of nuisance which re¬ 
quires that persons other than the 
occupier must be affected, applied, 
and Berts v Penge UDC ([1942] 
2KB 134), where interference with 
the occupier’s personal comfort 
was held to be sufficient, was 
wroasly derided. 

The National Coal Board, the 
Owners of a hou»e fn Bamven, 
Neath, appealed against a nuisance 
order made Iasi April by Neath 
justices, who found that the 
premises constituted a statutory 
nuisance within section 92 <l)(a). 
Subsection (i)(a) protides that 
“ any premises in such a state as 
to be prejudicial to health or a 
nuisance are a statutory 
nuisance- 

Mr John Koch for the National 
Ccal Buard ; Mr Alan Fletcher for 
the local authority. 

MR JUSTICE WATKINS Said 
that the local authority had a duty 
under section 91 of the Public 
Health Act to inspect premises 
within their area. The premises 
in question were found to be in 
a defective state of repair vriib 
faulty windows, rain gutters and 
skirting boards. The local 
authority consider id that they con¬ 
stituted a nuisance within tiie 
meaning of section 92 fit (a), add 
issned an abatement notice. Tbe 
board failed to abate the nuisance 
and an information was preferred 
against them. The justices heard 


tiie information and Issued a 
nuisance order compelling the 
board to comply with tiie order. 
The board now appealed by case 
stated. 

There was no suggestion of in¬ 
jury to health and the sole 
question was what was the mean¬ 
ing of “ nuisance ” in section 92 
tl)(a). In Betts tbe landlord of a 
fiat of which tee rent was in 
arrears removed the door and win¬ 
dow so as to Intefere with tbe 
occupiers’ personal comfort. It 
was bc3d that it was sufficient 
for a conviction of statutory 
nuisance to prove that the pre¬ 
mises were In such a state as to 
interfere with the personal com¬ 
fort of the occupiers without 
necessarily being injurious to 
health. If that mss correct the 
magistrates in tiie present case 
could not be criticized for issuing 
a nuisance order. 

But It was said that '* nuisance ” 
in the section did not hare that 
meaning and was the same as a 
public or private nuisance at com¬ 
mon law—an act or omission 
which materially affected a drss 
of subjects or an interference fay 
OM-ncrs of property with the use of 
neighbouring property.

The official ending of Spanish 
sovereignty over the Western 
Sahara tomorrow will be a pure 
formality. The last Spanish 
troops left the territory on Jan¬ 
uary lly since when Moroccan 
and Mauritanian forces have 
been gradually establishing con¬ 
trol in the teeth of strong re¬ 
sistance from the guerrillas of 
the Aftgerian-backed PalLsario 
front, which is fighting for in¬ 
dependence. 

long Hass an of Morocco has 
twice accused Algeria of inter¬ 
vening directly.in the conflict. 
Algeria has so far denied it, but 
continues to proclaim her con¬ 
viction that self-determination 
for the Sahrawi people is a pre¬ 
requisite for any settlement. 
Her latest diplomatic success 
has been a recommendation of 
the decolonization committee of 
the Organization of African 
Unity (OAU) that the Polisario 
should be recognized as the 
legitimate representative of the 
Schrawis. Morocco has threat¬ 
ened to -walk out of the OAU if 
this happens. 

But the most dangerous ele¬ 
ment in the situation is the 
obvious commitment of the two 
superpowers to opposite sides. 
Algeria gets most of her 
weapons from the Soviet Union 
—not ably her 206 combat air- 
crarr \uivjuuiuf so - a*ramus, 

35 MiG 21s, 70 MiG 17s and 25 
MiG 15s), her surface-to-surface 
Frog missiles and, it is believed, 
ground-to-air Sam 7 missiles. 
Most of her 400 tanks are also 
Russian-built, although she also 
has some French AMX 13s. 
(Libya, which has put her air¬ 
craft at Algeria’s disposal, has 
92 Mirage fighters.) In the past 
few weeks a number of Air 
France flights to Algiers have 
been cancelled because the air¬ 
port of Dar el Bel da was closed 
to allow the landing of giant 
Antonov transport planes—the 
familiar vehicles of a Soviet 
weapons airlift—which may or 
may not have been in transit 
to Angola. 

On the other side, Morocco 
has bought most of her 200 
tanks in the West (including 
a secret delivery of 50 rushed 
in from France in late Decem¬ 
ber), although she, too, has a 
number of Russian ranks. Her 
air force is mainly of French 
origin (24 Mirage 5s and 24 
Magterers, but also 12 MiG 17s 
and a number of Northrop F5s). 
According to French sources, 
Morocco placed a further order 
for as many as 75 Mirage FIs 
early this year 

Of more immediate signifi¬ 
cance may be the announcement 
in Washington last Sunday that 
the United States administra¬ 
tion had decided to sell 
Morocco a squadron of 24F-5E 
jet fighters for £60m. State 
Department officials said that 
tiie sale—not yet concluded— 
had been negotiated over the 
past two years and was not a 
result of current tensions over 
the Sahara. But, they added, 
consideration had been given to 
the idea of bolding up the sale 
because of the conflict. This 
had been rejected because 
“ failure to go ahead with the

decreased support by Washing¬

help”. Algeria’s position as 
“a major recipient of Soviet 
armaments ” was given as a 
reason for this. “We will do 
our best to head off a clash 
between Algeria and Morocco,

Morocco, unlike Algeria, has 
no oil revenues. Where is she 
getting the money from to pay 
for all these weapons? There 
are strong indications that 
Saudi Arabia, still America’s 
chief supporter in the Arab 
world. Is helping generously. 
Last November it was Saudi 
Arabia that helped to persuade 
Spain to yield to Moroccan pres¬ 
sure, by promising to make up 
Spanish oil and natural gas 
supplies which Algeria had 
threatened to cut off. The 
shortfall in oil might not have 
been difficult to make up but 
supplies of gas, vital to the 
Barcelona area, would probably 
have been much trickier. 

Few Arab states have sup¬ 
ported Algeria on the Sahara 
issue—the main exceptions 
being Libya, South Yemen and 
Syria. But support has come 
from North Vietnam in_ the 
person of General Giap, widely 
regarded as the world’s leading 
expert on guerrilla warfare. He 
visited Algiers early in January 
and had talks with Polisario 
leaders, in which he is known 
to have discussed their strategy. 
The movement’s highly succes- 
ful tactics against Moroccan 
troops in recent weeks may 
owe. something to his advice. 

Algeria, which played a lead¬ 
ing role in the drive for recog¬ 
nition of the MFLA government 
in Angola, has also been 
rewarded with support on the 
Sahara issue from some black 
African states—as is shown by 
the vote of the OAU decoloniza¬ 
tion committee. Morocco’s 
action is distasteful in prin¬ 
ciple to the OAU, one of whose 
cardinal tenets is that the fron¬ 
tiers established by colonial¬ 


ism in Africa should be 
respected. 

Perhaps most surprising is 
die position of the French gov 
eminent, which has come out on 
the Moroccan side in spite of 
its long-standing policy of try¬ 
ing to maintain a balance of 
power in North Africa and to 
heal the deep wounds left on 
both sides by the Franco- 
A-Igerian war. Considerable pro¬ 
gress had been made towards 
achieving this by the time of 
President Giscard d’E stain g’s 
visit to Algeria last spring, but 
since then relations have 
steadily deteriorated. Algeria 
has complained that France is 
making no effort ro correct the 
increasing imbalance in her 
favour in bilateral trade, and 
has also repeatedly protested at 
the treatment of her nationals 
living in France as immigrant 
workers. Dozens of these have 
been murdered and bombs are 
frequently planted in front of 
Algerian consulates, but the cul 
prits are seldom arrested. Many 
of them are believed to be 
“ harkis ” (Algerians who fought 
on the French side in the war 
of independence) or veterans of 
the OAS. Lately a group of 
saboteurs was arrested in 
Algiers itself after planting a 
bomb in the offices of the news¬ 
paper El MoudjahidL

B lies and the invitation to King 
assan to visit Paris this spring, 
whereas President Boumedienne 
has heard no more of the in¬ 
vitation formally offered to him 
by M Giscard d’Estaing in 
Algiers last April 
M Giscard d’Estaing explains 
his attitude by arguing that the 
Sahrawi population (believed to 
number about 80,000) is not 
large enough to make a viable 
state. This argument comes 
strangely from a man who has 
just promised independence to 
Djibouti (population 81,000) and 
has encouraged Mayc-ite (popu¬ 
lation 17,000) to secede from the 
Comoro Islands as an isolated 
French dependency. 

Certainly not all French 
officials are happy about their 
Presidents policy, and one 
hopes that there may be second 
thoughts in Washington as well. 
The policy of automatically 
backing the opposite side to the 
Russians has already backfired 
on America in more than one 
area of the world. The Russians, 
after all, like to back winners, 
Algeria’s military and economic 
strength make her a likely 
winner in any full-scale war 
with Morocco, and Polisario has 
a considerably stronger moral 
case than did the MPLA in 
Angola. What advantage can 
there be to the West in backing 
a loser who is clearly in the 
wrong ?

Devolution is risky but not as dangerous for 

Britain as doing nothing 


After the recent torrent of 
words on devolution, written 
and spoken, are we any nearer 
an acceptable formula? Com¬ 
menting on the four days of 
debate in the Commons, The 
Times, in a leading article, 
identified the quest as an 
undertaking made necessary by 
the situation in Scotland ana 
observed that the debate had 
principally served to bring .all 
the doubts and confusion into 
the open. 

In Scotland a widespread 
feeling has developed that par¬ 
liamentary government should 
he brought closer. It is clear 
from opinion polls that the very 
large majority of people in 
Scotland wish to remain part of 
Britain and do not share the 
Scottish National Party’s objec¬ 
tive of making Scotland an in¬ 
dependent coontrv. But if 
nothing is done to devolve some 
of the powers now exercised 
at Westminster, more Scots may 
resort to the extreme policy 
leading dangerously towards 
breaking up Britain. 

The greatest paradox of cur¬ 
rent Scottish politics is that the 
majority of those who have 
been supporting the SNP do 
not want independent status for 
Scotland, whereas that has been 
the goal proclaimed by the SNP 
leadership for years. Support 
hoc h«n forth mining For other 
reasons; the most compelling 
perhaps being that the party’s 
existence and recent success are 
concentrating the Government’s 
attention on Scotland’s prob¬ 
lems and causing more action 
beneficial to Scotland to be 
taken more swiftly. The SNP 
are attracting votes as an appar¬ 
ently successful pressure group 
for Scotland rather than as the 
standard bearers for independ¬ 
ence. 

Although the hierarchy at die 
moment find it convenient to 
blnr the difference between 
devolution and independence, 
the SNR’s objective is no secret. 
It is complete independence for 
Scotland within the Common¬ 
wealth. The monarchy is to be 
retained, so enabling toe leader¬ 


ship to obscure the main issue 
by contending that che_ “ King¬ 
dom” would not be split. 

That policy is the. antithesis 
of devolution. It is dividing 
Britain into more than one 
country, instead of spreading 
domestic powers and functions 
within a single country. 

Critics of devolution pro¬ 
posals who point out that they 
will not satisfy the nationaluts 
have missed the point. Nothing 
will satisfy them short of break¬ 
ing up Britain. The purpose of 
such proposals is to meet the 
aspirations of the majority of 
reasonable people in Scotland, 
not to appease the SNP. 

It is not surprising that the 
restlessness in Scotland should 
overshadow other factors in the 
devolution debates (toe 
speakers list in the Lords read 
like the casualty roll after 
Flodden). Unlike Wales, which 
frag until fairly recently been 
administered jointly with Eng¬ 
land by the same departments, 
Scotland has had separate 
departments in the s Scottish 
Office carrying out in Edin¬ 
burgh functions devolved from 
Whitehall. The Secretary of 
State for Scotland, with his 
ministers, exercises virtually 
all the domestic functions of 
government except central con¬ 
trol in trade, industry, finance

also has her own system of law 
and separate Acts of Parliament 
In most of the devolved area. 

What is lacking is devolution 
of parliamentary supervision. 
There are limited opportunities 
at present for Scottish ministers 
to account for their stewardship 
to Parliament at Westminster. 
Since early in the century the 
machinery erf the Scottish Grand 
Committee and Scottish Stand¬ 
ing Co mm ittees has evolved and 
has been used for considering 
Scottish Bills and topics. The 
system has enabled MPs repre¬ 
senting Scottish constituencies 
to discuss Scottish affairs in the 
morning and United Kingdom 
business in the afternoon and 
evening. - But it is no longer 


suitable and must be regarded 
as obsolete. Nor ~ is it able to 
cope with the heavy burden of 
increased business which Par¬ 
liament now accepts. 

NatruaUy general support has 
been growing in Scotland for 
a body which would meet in 
Edinburgh and could devote 
more tune to Scottish affairs 
because it would not consist of 
busy Westminster MPs. 

There are many advantages 
in continuing the integrated 
economy which Britain has en¬ 
joyed for more than two 
centuries. Scottish firms appear 
to be almost unanimous in this 
view. With a population of 
five miffion Scotland could not, 
as a small separate economic 
unit, expect to be able to retain 
toe present diversity in 
engineering and manufacturing 
industries and toe number of 
jobs they provide. For example 
the markets for many of the 
capital goods produced in Scot¬ 
land are in the midlands of 
England. Comparison with Nor¬ 
way and Denmark demonstrates 
the concentration on certain 
agrarian activities which have 
been necessary there. Accord¬ 
ingly in any devolution scheme 
overall financial and economic 
control must remain with 
central government and the 
Chancellor. This is recognized 
. in the Govermaeofs White 
Paper proposals. 

Where they have gone astray 
is in the allocation' erf other 
functions between central gov¬ 
ernment and the proposed Scot¬ 
tish Assembly. By retaining cer¬ 
tain subjects, for example, agri¬ 
culture, poMce and electricity, 
with -the Secretory of State, the 
White Paper is. preparing an 
arena for conflict with the 
Assembly’s executive group. 
Furthermore the suggested 
vetoes to be used by central 
government for reasons nf 
either policy or ultra vires are 
added aggravations. It would 
be better to have a reserve 
power for policy matters on 
the understanding it would 
seldom, if ever, be used; and 


to allow toe courts to decide 
on vires. 

The Government will be well 
-advised to alter drastically their 
proposals. No good reason has 
yet been given for not allowing 
the Assembly to deal with all 
the subjects already devolved 
administratively to toe Scottish 
Office. These have been sifted 
and collected over the years as 
suitable without creating diffi¬ 
culties for the normal supervi¬ 
sion of the United Kingdom 
economy. The proposed arrange¬ 
ment for two executive groups, 
one headed by the Secretary of 
State, is also bound to cause 
trouble. The choice should still 
be - open to the Government 
whether to give the Assembly 
a wide range of subjects, but 
not an executive of its own, or 
to give it executive powers over 
a restricted area. 

It must be recognized before¬ 
hand that the SNP will con¬ 
tinually be calling for more 
powers for the Assembly m all 
circumstances and that they will 
not want the new arrangements 
ro work smoothly, whatever 
they are. Their interest will be 
in breakdowns creating pressure 
towards independence. The Gov¬ 
ernment should certainly recon¬ 
sider proportional representa¬ 
tion for the Assembly. Ir need 
not affect the methods of elec¬ 
tion to Westminster, as the 
Northern Ireland precedent has 
shown. The overriding reason 
for this is to avoid a situation 
in which the SNP gained a 
majority, although by a min¬ 
ority vote, and were then res¬ 
ponsible for Scotland being sep¬ 
arated from the rest of Britain 
against the wishes of the 
majority. 

Many who are opposed to 
any form of devolution have a 
respectable anxiety that toe 
establishment of an Assembly 
will inevitably mean the first 
slide down the slippery slope 
to disintegration. That is un¬ 
doubtedly a risk, but it must be 
taken. To da nothing is to run 
at least as dangerous a risk.

If prudish Adolf 
bad pot in a bit of obscenity 
he might .have made his book 
more entertaining; but he 
would have outraged his deeply 
respectable petit. bourgeois 
nature and his tight, sexual 
repressions. 

Presumably what Johnny 
Speight meant was that Mein 
Kampf, by signposting for those 
few who had the patience to 
read it the road to world war 
and genocide, was an evil, hate¬ 
ful, and morally outrageous 
book, perhaps the most abomin¬ 
able ever written: and quite 
right, too. What has happened 
is that toe scope of obscene has 
been rapidly extended in the 
past few years from its once 
narrow meaning connected with 


lewdity and sexual indecency to 
embrace anything that is 
morally offensive. 

The present legal definition 
fails because it relies upon two- 
value words almost as slippery 
as obscene itself; deprave and 
corrupt And toe very search 
for such a definition is intrin¬ 
sically a wild goose chase, if 
you will pardon the obscenity. 
In monolithic societies of toe 
past with generally accepted 
Christian moral values people 
knew where they were, more or 
less. 2n today’s fragmented and 
divided society one man’s 
obscenity is another man’s mild 
slang, is another man’s fuddy- 
duddy rircLHnlocution. The only 
hope of a watertight legal defi¬ 
nition oE obscenity is one that 
uses descriptive words, such as 
u children” or “animals"

There are people today who 
find nothing ' obscene in any¬ 
thing to do with their sexual 
and excretory parts and func¬ 
tions. So the strong word has 
been extended to describe 
things like poverty and hunger 
that modem sensibility finds 
more offensive than sexual 
aberration. And so we get the 
pornography or obscenity or 
violence: and we find people 
saying “ the debate-was almost 
obscene in its orresponsibiliTy ”, 
or “Mein Kampf is obscene”;

In long negotiations between 
London and Ottawa, Bucking¬ 
ham Palace turned down two 
proposals from the Canadians. 
The first was to convert the 
yacht’s water tanks for the 
storage of sewage, and it is no 
surprise that this was rejected. 
Nor did the Queen’s advisers 
rake to the idea of her using 
the push-button chemical lava¬ 
tories which other ships nor¬ 
mally use at Montreal. One of

Taylor 
thought that there could be mil¬ 
lions of other civilizations out 
there in toe void, but most of 
them were probably too intelli¬ 
gent to want to get in touch 
with us. 

With grapefruit in hand to 
illustrate > the size of the star 
in question. Temple showed 
slides of Dogon tribesmen and 
their apparently accurate draw¬ 
ings of the orbit of Sirius B, a 
tiny adjacent star ndjJch can 
only be se«n by powerful tele¬ 
scope. which- toe tribesmen da 
not have. 


An eittfansiastfc woman 
astrologer thought the bit about 
the amphibious creatures was 
highly likely: “Sirius is cur¬ 
rently in the sign of Cancer, 
which has very fishy imagery ”, 
she told Temple to his obvious 
pleasure. An archaeologist, 
though said that spaceships 
were much more likely to land 
in Saudi Arabia. The man from 
toe publishers thought it was 
fascinating, but unlikely to 
reach toe best-selling class of 
their other author Edward 
Heath, who has now sold 80,000 
copies of Sailing.

. That comes sometimes from 
acting as the automatic and un- 
dis criminating transmitter of 
anything that is deemed 'to be 
newsworthy, sometimes from the 
perennial danger of the 
journalist getting : too close to 
his sources of information so that 
he comes to regard them as his 
clients rather than his contacts 
and sometimes from a personal 
bias against . the forces ' of 
authority whoever and wherever 
they, may be. All these failings 
have appeared in some of the 
press coverage of Northern.' Ire¬ 
land, though other journalists are 
also very. ■ conscious of the 
difficult - conditions in which 


' everyone In Northern Ireland 
has to operate. In addition, there 
has been the -temptation, to 
which television is particularly 
subject .because of ' the very 
nature of the medium, to con¬

But while it is. an error, pub¬ 
lic and professional, for news¬ 
papers and broadcasters to treat 
IRA statements in such a way as 
to serve 'their propaganda pur¬ 
poses, it would he a denial of 
the proper function of the press 
to refuse to speak to the IRA at 
alL Nor is there any reason to 
suppose that a' more fully 
informed public is more likely 
to. take a tolersit view of the 
IRA. Experience suggests quite 
the'contrary. In the early days 
of the troubles m Northern Ire¬ 
land there was a tendency in 
some quarters—for. which the 
press.-must take its share of 
the . blame—to underestimate 
IRA 1 penetration of civil, rights 
protest. It was the spread of 
more-accurate information that 
removed that misapprehension. 
To limit the source of informa¬ 
tion by asking the press to 
impose restraints upon itself 
going beyond proper profes¬ 
sional discipline would be to 
seek a short-train advantage at 
•the cost of a long-term loss. ' 

It would also he a loss if the 
. press were to be .inhibited from 
performing that other part of its 
function: to provide..a check 
against the use of unjustifiable 
means in a good cause. Every 
terrorist organization alleges 
that its people are tortured. The 
scrutiny of the Press as well as 
the actions of the authorities 
have denied the IRA the benefit 
of that propaganda weapon.

Visit of Brazilian 
President 

From the Brasilian Ambassador 
Sir, An article published in the 
issue of February 26, under the 
caption: “Withdraw Brazil Presi¬ 
dents invitation", comments 
briefly, but inaccurately, on an 
interview which I maintained with 
Mr Alexandre Kitson, who recently 

£ resented to the National Executive 
ommitree of the Labour Party a 
motion adverse to the visit to rbis 
country of President Ernesto Geisel 
of Brazfi. 

The relevant points oF that con- 
vecsation were as follows. Firstly, 
J. mentioned to Mr Kitson that 
whilst it would be inappropriate 
for diplomats to comment on 
internal squabbles of the Labour 
Party, it was pertinent in my 
judgment to bring to his attention 
foreign policy implications and 
possible misunderstandings arising 
from his motion. 1 clarified further 
that the invitation for the visit was 
rax initiative of the British Labour 
Government, and not a sugg esti on, 
sad much less a request from 
BraziL I pointed out also that 
the target seemed the wrong one 
since President Geisel is making 
honest efforts (and is achieving 
considerable success! in the direc¬ 
tion of three desirable objectives— 
political liberalization, improvement 
in income distribution and curbing 
violation of human rights. 

I indicated finally that President 
Geisel, bei ng us ed to democratic 
criticism from the Brazilian 
Opposition Party and the press 
-(and sometimes from tbe Church), 
would be interested in listening to 
the broadest possible range of 
political opinion in Britain, includ¬ 
ing the radical Labour left, if the 
letter would wish an opportunity 
to express its views, with the 
respect due to a head of the 
Government of a friendly country. 
Though the President probably 
would not hear anything very 
different from the views, hopes and 
complaints that are aired in tile 
vivacious political debate that is 
now taking place hi the Bra zilian 
Parliament, as well as in the press 
and other media—such an encounter 
might contribute much more to 
achieve the desirable objectives of 
democratization, social justice and 
respect for the human, person, than 
the NEC motion, which is bound 
to create some embarrassment to 
the Labour Government and some 
perplexity, if not resentment, in 
BraziL I added, somewhat wryly; 
that even though British democracy 
and social values deserve greet 
respect, there remain sufficient 
Daws to counsel humility in preach¬ 
ing lessons to foreign governments.

British fisheries 

From Mr D. Laurent Giles 

Sir, In bis interesting letter in 

today’s Times (February 25) ; Vice- 
Admiral Sir Hugh Mackenzie sug¬ 
gests that our proposed fishery and 
ofi protection force might be man¬ 
ned partly by “fishermen presently 
on the dole ” .

200-mile limit, as there are British 
fishing boats. 

Therefore it would seem that—if 
we were to declare a 200-mile limit 
and police it _ effectively—there 
should be no British fishermen on 
the dole. On the contrary, there 
might be a shortage of fishermen 
in this country. 

That is assuming that we wist to 
exploir the commercial potential of 
one of our greatest national resour¬

From the Bishop of Liverpool 
Sir, It has been a very bad week 
for the inner city. Your Home 
Affairs correspondent (report, 
February 26) showed that the pro¬ 
visions of the White Paper on 
public expenditure will reduce 
Home Office money fur community 
services from £ 12-lm in 1970-71 (at 
1975 prices) to in 1979-80. Your 
Planning Reporter showed that 
the large scale investment for 
transport and incentives to attract 
industry will not be forthcoming 
for the dockland redevelopment in 
East London. Ix.it is not, the best 
opportunity to cograde tbe inner, 
dry, since the bombing will be lost. 
National government gives it no 
priority. The money must come 
from normal London subventions- 

Those ar the greatest disadvan¬ 
tage in our nation live in the inner 
belt of all the major cities. We have 
built into our legislation tbe prin¬ 
ciple of positive discrimination, for 
example in educational priority 
areas. When you read the yardstick 
for determining EPAs you' find 
that the first six factors are not 
to do with schools themselves. 
They are about housing, jobs and 
facilities. The problems of the inner 
city are interlocking. 

Whether we mean what we say 
by priority is most sharply 
demonstrated in times of cutback. 
Help for regions which are at a 
disadvantage rightly continues. 
Merseyside is one of those regions. 
There must be no cutting back 
there. Plenty of money is around 
there in job creation programmes to 
alleviate the extreme problems of 
large-scale unemployment in what 
we hope is the short term. But 
tackling long-term employment 
problems reo.uires more sharply 
aimed measures. Unemployment in 
the inner city in Liverpool has 
consistently run at double the level 
foe Merseyside as a whole, and 
this has never since the war been 
as low as the 3 per cent which 


some politicians regard as accept¬ 
able. More sharply aimed measures 
would not blandly see London’s 
inner city as part of the affluent 
southeast- Unemployment in 
Canning Town is running at 10 to 
32 per cent The middle East End 
and the inner southern ring of 
London do not share the affluence 
of the south east of England. 

Optimism in the country at the 
moment likes to suggest chat we 
are simply in the stop period of 
one of our stop-go cycles. There 
is little optimism for the inner city 
in stop-go. In stop periods the mood 
is so pessimistic that planners are 
told not to pot up plans for expen¬ 
sive infrastructures. When so 
arrives the message goes round that 
departments are looking for projects 
to pot money into. So we pro¬ 
duce more hasty, short-term 
answers. The dockland redevelop¬ 
ment is a classic example. Unless, 
for example, a new Tube line is 
built, there is little chance of new 

industry being attracted or of the 

work force being able to get to 
other industries. Spending in the 
next three years would in fact be 
modest. The big spending would be 
in 1978-79-80. Bsc plans must be 
committed now. 

If we really regarded tbe inner 
city as the nation’s priority we would 
make such plans and stick to them 
through thick and thin, stop and 
go. There can be no talk of 
national unity,, of breaking down 
class barriers, until we do. Far from 
the gap betwen classes and between 
rich and poor narrowing, in tbe 
inner city it is widening. Divisions 
increase. The soda], political and 
spiritual consequence will be 
immense.

Britain and Rhodesia 

From MrWilliam Shepherd 
Sir, Many will echo Sir Ridrad 
Dobson’s view (letters, February 25) 
that our aim should be to secure 
early majority rule within a 
democratic framework in Rhodesia, 
South West Africa and South 
Africa. 

But is he right in saying that 
we should now intervene, presum¬ 
ably militarily, when we refrained 
from doing this 10 years ago when 
our legal and moral responsibility 
was greater than it is today? It 
would be more than interesting to 
learn from tbe advocates of British 
military intervention in aid of Mr 
Smith and his followers as to how 
ive are to achieve this objective 
with the lines of communication 
and the resources available to us. 

I am concerned by Sir Richard's 
acceptance of Dr Vorster’s loud 
protestations that he is the bulwark 
against communism; I am as much 
inclined to believe Dr Vorster’s 
protestations as I am to believe Mr 
Brezhnev’s assertions that he is the 
real defender of democracy. But 
for Dr Vorster’s military Interven¬ 
tion in Angola we might well have 
been able to have obtained an 
African Unity decision favourable 
to the western world. 

If there is a genuine desire for 
African majority rule in these terri¬ 
tories, there is in my view a strong 
case against any form of interven¬ 
tion by the British, eitber military 
or diplomatic. Neither do I think 


we should provide monies for the 
assistance of settlers in Rhodesia, 
who have consistently abused us 
and refused to accord to the 
Africans reasonable civic rights. 

Contrary to the view of many 
that there may be danger of com¬ 
munism spreading through Africa, 
T believe that we will expedite the 
demise of communism in the wider 
sense by an early end to oppressive 
regimes. Some will sneer at the 
idea that moral condemnation has 
any effect upon ruthless totalitarian 
regimes such as chat in the Soviet 
Union, but I believe that if we 
were to get rid of the non-com¬ 
munist Wots, we could intensify 
pressures upon the Soviet. 

There remains the question of 
whether an effective Soviet military 
presence can be established in these 
newly independent territories. I 
believe the fears in this direction 
are exaggerated. Experience has 
shown that both the Soviet Union 
and China spend a great deal of 
money without gaining influence or 
prestige. If they were to attempt a 
recolonization of Africa so soon 
upon tbe ending of previous 
colonial rule, it would, I think, be 
met with intense resistance by the 
indigenous populations^ Tbe cause 
of communism in Africa will be 
best served by trying to preserve 
the authority of Mr Smith and Dr 
Vors ter.

Anglican doctrine 

From Professor B. G. Mitchell 
Sir, The impression has been created 
by some of your correspondents 
that the Church of England can get 
along quite well with a plurality of 
incompatible doctrines, and by your 
Correspondent that this is the 
message of the T^acrripe Commission. 
This would i r ~- —-*• \i- 

uiiattainable, or qo=s not tsrw-r- 
There could be no Good News, be¬ 
cause there would be no news. 

The report does not, as I read 
it, take this line. In tbe section on 
“the Christian and the Creeds” it 
recommends ** that the creeds 
should be left in the kind of doc¬ 
trinal position they currently enjoy, 
but that 'dialogue’ should be made 
a reality by acknowledging that free 
and responsible debate about their 
contents and about the best way ro 
use them is not disloyal to the 
Christian cause”, (page 42). 

It is evident that tbe Church 
cannot have faith, if it has no idea 
what to have faith in, or hope with¬ 
out some conception of what is to 
he hoped for, or even charity with¬ 
out some understanding of men’s' 
material and spiritual needs. So it 
must be com mi t te d to some funda¬ 
mental belief. Nevertheless, as tbe 
Commission realizes, no language 
Can be wholly adequate to the 
expression of religious ■ truth and 
tradition formulations need to be 
continuously rethought and reap¬ 
plied: TWc pxacrina task foils lvE^ly 


upon academic theologians who 
resemble other academics in 
their tendency to oscillate between 
extremes under the influence of 
intellectual fashions. For this reason, 
as Mr Louth suggests (February 24), 
they are not the best people to 
define doctrine, but even the most 
extreme theories may yield valuable 
insights—much as the most per- 

. versely unorthodox production of 

^ hi them 

-wTuocda’X^^ngs. 

So the Commission is right in ba¬ 
ling for “ dialogue ” as distinct from 
mere toleration of opposed stand¬ 
points, while insisting on a strong 
continuing tradition, to the clarify¬ 
ing and refining of which tbe 
radicals can make an essential 
contribution, although they would be 
powerless on their own to constitute 
it—somewhat as the “ triuge ” 
theatre can stimulate the central 
dramatic tradition but would not be 
an adequate substitute fur it. 

The tension between tradition and 
criticism is peculiarly characteristic 
of our present cultural situation 
(consider the Tate’s predicament). 
It is the test of any institution 
today that it can recognize and con¬ 
tain this tension as, on the evidence 
of this report, the Church of 
England is doing.

Appointment of the 
Auditor General 

From Mr John Note, Conservative 
MP for St Ives 

Sir, Mr Leon Brittan in his letter 
of today’s date (February 25) raised 
as important point of principle 
about die appointment of the 
Ombudsman. He suggested that 
Parliament, should have been con¬ 
sulted before the executive nomi¬ 
nated tbe person who is to be 
charged with investigating, on be¬ 
half of MPs and their constituents, 
the alleged maladministration of 
government departments. 

1 would like to make precisely 
tiie same point about the recent 
appointment of the Comptroller 
and Auditor General, a servant of 
Parliament who reports to the 
Public Accounts Committee on the 
control and efficiency with which 
government departments disburse 
public funds. The new holder of 
this office is to be the present 
Second Permanent Secretary of the 
Treasury in charge of public 
exnenditure. 

It has, of course, been argued by 
the executive in the recent debate 
on tiie reports of ' the Public 
Accounts Committee that a senior 
Treasury official is in a unique 
position to understand the workings 
of__ government departments and ro 
bring any deficiencies to the notice 
of Parliament. On die other hand, 
I would suggest that a person who 
has spent the whole of his recent 
career working in close conjunction 
with his colleagues in the higher 
reaches of the Civil Service is 
hardly the man best fitted to 
arraign them for negligence and 
default before the Public Accounts 
Committee of the House of Com¬ 
mons. 

The last three holders of this 
important office have been ex-civil 
servants and I suggest it is tine 
that the appo : otment should be 
given to, say, a senior accountant 
from outside the public service, 
assisted, if need he, by an ex- 
Treasury official. If cash limits on 
public expenditure are to take nn 
real meaning, and supDlemenrary 
estimates arc to bite, the role of 
the Comptroller and Auditor 
General and the Public Accounts 
Committee will be greatly enhanced. 

Could I therefore support Mr 
Leon Britten’s contention about the 
Ombudsman and say that it is a! r o 
quite wrong that the appointment 
of the Comptroller and Audixnr 
General should have been made 
without the full knowledge and 
agreement of the House of Com¬ 
mons? It goes without saying that 
these remarks are wholly confined 
to the post itself and not to the 
person recently appointed who is, 
to my knowledge, a man of the 
highest Integrity and ability.

Development of dockland 

From the Chairman of "North 
Thames Gas 

Sir, Your article on tbe development 
of London dockland states chat one 
of the principal difficulties in. 
developing this area has been tiie 
reluctance of North Thames Gas to 
release land for development at 
Bedcton, which, until last year, was 
one of our major gas manufacturing 
plants. 

In fact, we have released aud sold 
large areas of land for development 
at Beckton, amounting to 74 acres in 
1966-67 and 84 acres in 1972, which 
included the “ Beckton Alps ” shown 
Ml your photograph. In 1974 a 
further small area of five acres was 
released and sold. 

Since 1968 an additional area of 
40 acres has been on offer to both 
the Greater London Council and the 
London Borough of Newham, but 
so far neither council has agreed to 
purchase this land, which we no 
kmger require. 

We now retain in the Beckton 
area approximately 300 acres of lard, 
moch of which is still occupied by 
engineering plant forming a vital 
part of our gas storage and distribu¬ 
tion network. Tbe need to retain 
this Is under _ constant review, in 
consultation with tbe headqoarters 
of the British Gas Corporation, and 
further acreage may be released in 
the future.

Tomb of Tutankhamun’s regent uncovered 

A second season of excavations, 
nearing completion at the **« ° F 
the tomb of Horemheb, comman¬ 
der-in-chief and regent of Tutaukh- 
amun, who later became king of 
Egypt id about-1335 BC, has dis¬ 
closed several wan reliefs, some 
still in position. The tomb, built 
by Horemheb before his accession 
to tile throne, was discovered last 
year at Saqqara. by a joint expedi¬ 
tion of the Egypt Explore non 
Society, London,-and the Leiden 
Museum. 

This season’s work reveled 
the complete plan of the tomb^ 
almost 60 metres long. Last 
a forecourt was uncovered, leading 
into a great colonnaded C0 H*~L 
yard, the walls of which 
originally carved witfa SC® 11 ^JuK 
pic ting episodes in 
career, activities of daily life, 
including feasting, and 
a iHiKtarv encampment.

College planned in honour 
of Sir Thomas Gresham 


By a Staff Reporter 
At a time when monetarism 
enjoys a renaissance of popularity 
among economists, an early intel¬ 
lectual pioneer. Sir Thomas 
Gresham, who died in 1579, is to 
be honoured by the foundation of 
a college named after him in the 
Oily University. 

The Court of -Common Council 
of the City of London yesterday 
agreed to a proposal to reestablish 
Gresham College, a project origi¬ 
nally provided for in Sir Thomas s 
will. It will..incorporate the lec¬ 
tures that have been given by 
Gresham professors for 400 years 
in the seven traditional subjects of 
divinity, astronomy, geometry, 
music, law, physics, and rhetoric. 

Sir Thomas, a Master of the 
Mercers* Company, founder of the 
Royal Exchange, and for many 
years financial agent of the Crown 

In iuiu,(.>i>, 

sixteenth century knew to a 
foreign exchange dealer, was 
appalled by the economic effects 
of the persistent debasement of 
the coinage by Tudor monarchs. 
He was the author of Greshams 
law that “ bad money drives out 
good ” and so arguably a prophet 
of monetarism. 

Appropriately, one of the con¬ 
stituent parts of die college wul 
be the udversity’s international 
banking and finance unit; in winch 
Gresham would have been a handy 
lecturer. It will also take in the 
graduate business centre and 
existing courses in the arts and 
extramural studies, including a 
degree in music in collaboration 
with the Guildhall School of Muse 
and Drama. 

The university plans to develop 


within the college more conrses in 
subjects for which it is noted, 
such as actuarial science, statistics 
and economics. Later it is hoped 
new subjects such as law, lan¬ 
guages and economic history will 
be added. 

In a report to the court, the 
committee considering the matter 
stated: “ The university’s inten¬ 
tion is to re-create Gresham Col¬ 
lege as a major centre of educa¬ 
tion and learning in the City, by 
bringing together academics from 
different disciplines in much the 
same way as an Oxford or Cam¬ 
bridge college. 

** The tradition of scholarship 
represented by the Gresham pro¬ 
fessorships and by Sir Thomas 
Gresham’s foundation is regarded 
by the university as fundamental 
to that concent which is seen as 
the dynamic basis for the future 
development of the university.” 

The university is proposing to 
establish Gresham fellowships as 
wen u ynifemnjhip* 1 ® 
distinguished scholars to the City. 
Visiting fellowships for overseas 
scholars are also planned. Dr 
Edward Partes, the vice-chancel¬ 
lor, explained that such fellows 
would bring new ideas into re¬ 
search and teaching at a time 
when academic . mobility was 
generally low. 

The Lard Mavor, Sir Lindsay 
Ring, who is Chancellor of the 
Ctrv University, welcomed the 
plans *0 refound Gresham College. 
He said that the prouosal was in 
such close accord with the ideas 
of Gresham that It was an excep¬ 
tional event. 

At first the college will be split 
among several buildings. How¬ 
ever, plans have been drawn np 
for a new building, possibly in the 
Barbican area.

Vallery Printing, which had a 
sublicence to sell products io 
the Netherlands, was prevented 
from doing this by the BBC, the 
Commission said. The BBC 
later agreed not to impede ex¬ 
ports of these products and the 
Commission ended proceedings. 

ICI Ayrshire plastics 
factory to close 

Because of world over¬ 
capacity and depressed prices 
TCI is suspending production of 
maleic anhydride. The big 
chemical group now finds it 
cheaper to buy from other 
suppliers. The 40 employees 
will be found other jobs. 

■ ICI announced yesterday that 
it would stop production with 
effect from July, leaving Mon¬ 
santo as the dominant British 
producer of maleic anhydride, 
which is used in the manufac¬ 
ture of polyester resins, agro¬ 
chemicals, oil additives and 
plasticizers. 

Engineering orders

The substantial slump in 
demand for petrol and oil pro¬ 
ducts last year contributed to 
a £4O0m saving on Britain’s oil 
import bill. 

Imports of crude during the 
year are provisionally estimated 
at 88 million tons, a reduction 
of 20 per cent on the previous 
year and the lowest level since 
1968. 

Deliveries of oil products 
were down by 12 per cent on 
1974 when the three-day week 
and the world oil supply crisis 
distorted the figures, according 
to Energy Trends, published 
yesterday. 

Fuel oil was particularly hard 
hit by the fall in demand from 
the power stations. More than 
18 per cent less was used dur¬ 
ing the year. Petrol and diesel 
oil suffered least from the cut¬ 
backs, with falls of 2.2 per cent 
and 1.9 per cent respectively. 

The fall in oil used contri¬ 
buted to the lowest energy con¬ 
sumption. since 1969. Total 
consumption was the equivalent 
of 320 millions tons of coal, a 
3 per cent reduction on the pre¬ 
vious year. 

Coal consumption in January 
this year was 3.5 per cent 
higher than in the same month 
nf 1975. A 19 per cent increase 
in power station consumption 
was entirely responsible for this 
rise, as all the other markets 
for coal, particularly the domes¬ 
tic sector, declined sharply. 

Electricity generated last 
year—251,161 GWh—increased 
by 0.3 per cent over the pre¬ 
vious 12-months but was still 
below the 258,800 GWh gene¬ 
rated in 1973.

It is involved in the formation 
of another consortium which is 
bidding for a contract outside 
the Middle East, for which 
hopes are high- , The NEB is to 
appoint an official soon to deal 
almost exclusively with overseas 
contract work. 

Lord Ryder reckons that 
about £ 600 m worth of business 
on offer overseas in the past 
18 months has lacked a United 
Kingdom tender. A far larger 
volume of business is ar present 
in the pipeline for which the 
NEB will be pressing British

Real story behind hotels 
incentive scheme

Sir, I am amused to see, in your 
columns on February 24, that 
the able and amiable Mr Eric 
Bernard of Grand Metropolitan 
Hotels has taken a swipe at the 
hotel development incentive 
scheme. The real story is more 
complex and intriguing than his 
remarks suggest. 

At a time when the hotel in¬ 
dustry js making renewed 
representations to the Govern¬ 
ment it is important to under- 
stand where-, me blame for ex¬ 
cesses under the hotel develop¬ 
ment incentive scheme should 
Re. 

The forerunner of the HDI 
scheme was the hotel loans and 
grants scheme which' was cum¬ 
bersome and .when consulted, 
the hotel industry pleaded for 
■aid and, ar' the same time, free- 
doin'of action. Consequently the 
HDI scheme was designed to 
have a imnimiim of bureaucratic 
controls. There were three 
principal regulators which 
should have curbed excesses. 

These were first, the nor¬ 
mal ' commercial judgment of 
the hotel companies who wanted 
to .proride hew hotels, secondly. 


the powers vested in the plan¬ 
ning authorities,and thirdly, the 
conventional wisdom and pru¬ 
dence of the suppliers of capi¬ 
tal. 

It is scarcely the fault of 
politicians and civil servants 
rhat^ in a number of eases, the 
three regulators failed simul¬ 
taneously. In fact, the failure of 
the third is the most interesting 
and complex of the three be¬ 
cause it is linked to the wide¬ 
spread abandonment of conven¬ 
tional banking methods which 
has caused well publicized 
traumas in banking and indus¬ 
try. 

Happily, there are a number 
of companies, including our 
own, who, took advantage of the 
scheme to build hotels which 
are' demonstrably of the right 
type and in the right places and 
were completed prior to the 
phenomenal rise in building 

costs.

' It was depressing to read 
some months . ago that the 
BACAT parent ship had with¬ 
drawn from the Humber as a 
result of pressure from the 
dockers. Far from being a 
threat to increase unemploy¬ 
ment, an efficient transport 
system could enormously help 
our exports and so improve em¬ 
ployment prospects as a whole. 

In south Derbyshire we have 
been hoping for an extension 
of navigation - in the Trent as 
far as Burton-on-Trent. The 
Severn-Trent Water Authority’s 
preliminary investigations have 
been aimed, in the first place, 
at pleasure craft, but at a meet¬ 
ing with the authority in July 
last year a number of interested 
organizations pressed that the 


locks and depth oF water should 
be - made suitable for BACAT 
barges. 

The barges can reach Not¬ 
tingham, but not if fully loaded ; 
it is hoped that work on the 
river to obtain the proper 
depth will go on. 

With the present financial 
stringency and other problems, 
a system of this type, which

Cyril Lord is remembered for 
the “ CvrUawn * simulated 
grass that turned an unfortu¬ 
nate shade of blue. But more 
significant was the move into 
retailing which produced the 
same sort of problems that 
Brentford experienced. 

The textile Industry has been 
deeply sceptical about the wis- 
Brentford*s relatively 
establishment of a chain 
stocking Its own manu¬ 
factured goods. The Cyril Lord 
experience, they claim, proves 

the incompatibility of the manu¬ 
facturing and retailing men¬ 
tality. 

Shoppers • apparently • require 
the sort of wide choice that 
one manufacturer cannot econo¬ 


can wreck profit and cash flow 
projections. 

In the case of Cyril Lord, 
sales of £10.8m in 1966 yielded 
pre-tax profits of £13m. A small 
fall to £10-3m in sales the fol¬ 
lowing year resulted in a severe 
reduction to £458,000 in profits 
as the margin collapsed and 
the £10m figure shown' for its 
last year of operation resulted 
in a devastating £500,000 loss. 

Cyril Lord's advertising, ax its 
1966 peak of £800,000, was three 
or four times the level of its 
nearest competitor. 

Brentford too was the most 
heavily promoted company in 
its own sector before it cut its 
advertising budget from an as¬ 
tronomical £33m (when profits 
were just under £lm) to -a still 
large £L2m (when profits had 
fallen to around £330,000) last 
year. 

In 1963/64, the year John 
Bloom’s empire crashed. Rolls 
Razor was operating on a budget 
that anticipated doubled volnre 
of washing machines, at a time

Their heavy promotional 
efforts, some of them the most 
spectacular as well as the most 
lucrative that the United King¬ 
dom advertising business has 
seen, were geared to achieving 
a certain level of sales. A rela¬ 
tively small decline in turnover 


and the competitive forces were 
massing against him. Rolls 
Razor, Cyril Lord and Brentford 
all reacted in much the same 
unfortunate way when sales 
growth started flagging. In the 
case of Brentford management 
tried to buy sales by a drastic 
cot in prices, while continuing 
heavy promotion. But competi¬ 
tion from manufacturers of 
newer fibres and fibre mixtures 
as well as from imports led to 
falling sales and, it is thought, 
hefty losses last year. 


The continuing faith that all 
these groups appear to have 
placed in advertising despite 
the warning signals on the sales 
and cash flow front has per¬ 
haps much to do with the near 
total powers wielded by their 
originators, v#o perhaps do not 
single handedly possess all the 
necessary skills to operate a 
business, and who are, of course, 
rel uctan r to accept that their 
brain child has lost same of its 
commercial charm. 

Key features of such groups 
are often an almost casual atten¬ 
tion to finawfai controls which 
only become more of a problem 
tiie larger the business grows, 
and the lack of any real man¬ 
agement beneath the individual 
entrepreneur. 

They are inevitably .r 
capitalized. Brentford, forced to 
compete in the import 
threatened polyester cotton sec¬ 
tor, was clearly having difficuty 
servicing debt on its new New¬ 
castle factory. In xbe past the 
now disbanded mail order oper¬ 
ation bad provided the classic 
method of self financing. 

John Bloom and Cyril Lord 
both experienced problems in 
hire purchase and, as their 
groups expanded bin!-; up over¬ 
heads not incurred in the 
original simple operation. The 
ultimate result was a fatal 
liquidity squeeze. 

In all these cases crisis might 
have been averted if the extra¬ 
ordinary, if temporary, market¬ 
ing flair and salesmanshio of 
the entrepreneurs had been 
balanced by rather more tradi¬ 
tional finan cial skills.

In a report commissioned by 
toe Department's Ship and 
Marine Technology Require¬ 
ments Board,-'they , went on to 
recommend 10 specific research 
projects to help bridge toe off¬ 
shore technology gap. - 
This week toe Department of 
Energy acted on seven of the 20 

recommendations, announcing a 

two-year research programme 
on aspects of. toe use of con¬ 

crete as a structura l material 
for offshore platforms! The 
department'- ' is • providing 
£200,000 towards, the cost 
of the programme, with indus¬ 
try contributing the' remaining 
e 100,000 ■ -• • 

Overall, toe Department of 
Energy disclosed, toe govern¬ 
ment is providing over £2.6m

R and D on fixed offshore 
structures.

going into an offshore steels 

research programme based on 
the Welding Institute and toe 
National -Engineering Labora¬ 
tory. ....... 

Other existing research into 
steel- structures includes studies 
of buckling at Glasgow and 
Cambridge .dniversities, and 
measurements, on 'an opera¬ 
tional platform in toe Forties 
Field by British Petroleum. 

The new investigations into 
concrete structures stem 
directly from toe 1974 report. 
Concrete in the oceans, which 
was written by Dr G- Somerville 

and Dr EL P. J. Taylor of the 
Cement and Concrete Associa¬ 
tion. 

Existing technology of rein¬ 
forced and prestressed concrete 
was being applied, in the novel 

situation of gravity platforms 
fix toe North Sea, they pointed 
out, with consequent problems 

caused by toe types of struc¬ 

tures, their size, and above all 
the- hostile environment in 
which they were placed. 


In toe design phase, there 
are both structural and material 
problems. 

Structural design starts with 
a calculation of toe loads on toe 
structure—toe effects of wind, 
waves and currents as-well -as 
the normal loads. 

Next stage io toe design is toe 
analysis of the structure itself, 

in order to determine toe inter¬ 

nal forces. Powerful analytical 
methods are available for this, 
hue toe accuracy with which 
the environmental loads are 
known is limited. 

Designing sections to handle 
the internal forces is generally 
straightforward, but toe unique 
combination of shapes and 
loads encountered means to at 
shear forces are more impor¬ 
tant than in conventional 
structures. 

One of toe seven research 
projects is therefore aimed er 
investigating toe strength of 
large, prestressed concrete 
towers in shear. This would 
provide useful design guidance. 

The fadgoe »mU£lli otsiruc- 

tural concr ete under toe ran¬ 
domly varying sea ■ end ■ wind 
loads, toe CCA authors reported 
hr 1974, “is causing amcau to 
designers ac present, both from 
toe viewpoint of faogne Hfe in

On land, toe fatigue strength 
of structural concrete hes in 
general proved so good to at

On toe. materials side, toe 
basic requirements for concrete

But they are harder to 
meet because of environmental 
factors such as safe water, 
temperature and pressure. • 
More date on the influence 

of sea water on structural con¬ 

crete would be valuable to 
designers. Much could be gained 

from a survey of existing rein¬ 

forced concrete structures in 
the sea (such as toe Thames

forts and the Mulberry Harbour 
units, built over 30 years ago) : 
this will be done in another of 
toe new research, projects. 

In addition, there are two 
specific problem areas in 
materials where research is 
urgently needed; these concern 
corrosion and temperature 
effects. 

On corrosion, two lines of 
approach are being adopted. 
Ooe project will investigate toe 
fundamental mechanisms of cor¬ 
rosion of reinforcement em¬ 
bedded in concrete. Much exist¬ 
ing knowledge is fragmented; 


it needs to be integrated to 
give a basic understanding or 
the processes involved. 

The second corrosion project 
will be related more directly 
to toe offshore _ concrete plat¬ 
form, and will aim to establish 
minimum levels of corrosion 
protection for design purposes. 
Among other things, it will 
study toe influence on corrosion 
of environmental conditions, 
concrete cover, workmanship, 
type of reinforcement, steel 
stress and air entrainment; and 
establish whether crack width 
is related to corrosion. 


When concrete structures are 

used for storing fuels, tempera¬ 

ture gradients can be a prob¬ 
lem. With hot, crude oil on 
one side of a concrete wall and 

the sea on the other, toe teaxr 

peratnre difference can be 
45“C. 

At toe other extreme, if con¬ 
crete is used for storing ut 
transporting liquid natural eas, 
temperatures down to minus 
160* C can be encountered. 

Theoretically, these tempe:- 
ture differences produce suffi¬ 

ciently high stresses to c?u*e 
toe concrete to crack. Does 
this in fact occur, and if so bew 
can toe crack widths be con¬ 
trolled? Another of the re¬ 
search projects will investigate 
this. 

Final project in the seven- 
point package is a study of 
modes of failure of concrete 
platforms. Here toe aim is to 
develop model techniques 
which -will enable the failnre 
modes of typical platforms to 

^Tliis " multipl e research pro¬ 
gramme will be handled by the 
Underwater Engineering Group 
of toe Construction Industry 
Research and Information Asso¬ 

ciation; the Cement and Con¬ 
crete Association; and other 
contractors, yet to be selected. 

In parallel, three other cal¬ 
crete research efforts are also 
being supported by toe Depart¬ 
ment of Energy. Shell is mak¬ 
ing fullscale measurements on 
its Brent B platform; Harwell 
is studing toe corrosion of steel 
reinforcement; and CIRIA’s 
Underwater Engineering Group 
is compiling a guide to tempera¬ 
ture effects in oil-containing 
structures.

Ill The NEB has, however, cer¬ 
tain responsibilities in respect of 
RR71 as :

b a major potential provider of 
finance in the future ;

the Act.

Entrepreneurial salemen the 

world over have had cause 
for some dry amusement as a 
result of some of the latest 
-revelations about : United 
States bnsnsess practices 
overseas. ' ■ • • 

As A merican officials 
shamefacedly turn up each 
-sew scaadal, worH-weafy 
reps doggedly refuse to ex> 
'press' anything more ib*** 
r mfld surprise at the apparent 
extent of such practices or 
even at the enormous sere of 
some of the deals allegedly 
involved.- ' 

Because international sales- 
mto at most levels of busi¬ 
ness claim : thtt compames 
which" have never had to 
jresort to the “ sweetener ”, 
the. or one 

of a host of caHoqiziiU eqnfva- 
lents, must he relatively few. 

Admittedly undeveloped 
countries. account- for prac¬ 
tically all deals of tins land 
*nd . often the- payments in¬ 
volved are refartiyely wnali, 
invariably only just trans¬ 
gressing that fine fine of dis¬ 
tinction between “entertain¬ 
ment * and bribery. 

- But often they have repre¬ 
sented the difference be¬ 
tween success or failure for 
.a particular c ompany con¬ 
tract.. 

. And. despite.a distinct re¬ 


duction in both these factors 
the' proble m h as shown no 
signs of abating in recent 
years, as evidenced by a 
study mm “unusual pay¬ 
ments’* just completed by 
the US Conference Board. 

. The -board, which repre¬ 
sents executives throughout 
the United States, found 
many international com¬ 
panies wiHfaig to state 
jthat they had been 
under' presnre to 
a variety of payments to 
foreign government officials, 
customers and others m order 
to-do business overseas. 

Mr . James Basche, the 
board’s senior research asso¬ 
ciate, who questioned more 
■than 70 top-flight United 
States executives, found thqt 
the most commonly re¬ 
quested payments were for 
“kickbacks’* and “payoffs” 
to customers’ representatives 
and bribes to government 
officials r to overcome red 
tape. 

Companies which appeared 
best able to refuse such de¬ 
mands were those in high 
technology products or who 
had already attained particu¬ 
larly strong market positions. 

-In fact only around 25 per 
rant of the executives par¬ 
ticipating in the survey were 
prepared to say they had not 
encountered requests for pay¬ 
ments from either govern¬ 
ment officials or others and 
about half of these were con¬ 


sumer products firms which 
did not have government 
agend a s us primary custo¬ 
mers. 

Latin' America and the 
Middle East were pinpointed 
as the areas where corrup¬ 
tion was most encountered 
with the' Far East and East 
and Africa not far behind. 

However a majority of the 
executives claimed that their 
company policy was to re¬ 
ject d emands whatever tile 
case. 

A pharmaceutical execu¬ 
tive stated; “We have been 
approached concerning bri¬ 
bery payments for large gov¬ 
ernment. purchases and the 
registration of our drugs in 
many countries, throughout 
the world, particularly in 
some Latin countries and in 
the Middle East. - 

“We have simply not 
made such payments, and in 
many cases have lost busi¬ 
ness.” - 

Unfortunately however nut 
all companies have such re¬ 
solve and sevend executives 
reported that their organisa¬ 
tions _ had felt compelled 
sometimes to make unusual 
.payments rather than lose 
anticipated business. 

.Of the executives who did 
discuss . foreign payments 
around 75 per cent were con¬ 
vinced that they were not a 
major problem for their own 
industries. However most 
were prepared to state that 
they were a major problem 


for other industries, with 
those in capital goods and 
natural resources industries 
most referred to. 

Of those firmly against 
kickbacks many saw them as 
a threat to the whole private 
enterprise system while 
others pointed to the more 
obvious dangers of corporate 
embarrassment if and when 
such practices came to light 

From the other side of the 
fence a manufacturing exe¬ 
cutive summed up thus; “I 
know what the do-gooders in 
this country would like us to 
do, and I know what yon 
have to do to do bnsinesss 
overseas, so the real ques¬ 
tion is whether or not you 
put yourself and your com¬ 
pany in jeopardy from a 
moral viewpoint. I think 
that each of us must evalu¬ 
ate each transaction on its 
own.? . . . 

While an even more cyni¬ 
cal household appliance eze- 
cutive'made.tbis nonetheless 
significant point;.. “If yon 
look at die trips, promotions, 
vacation incentives, etc, used 
in the US to influence busi¬ 
ness, very often .the total 
percentage of sales, dollars 
spent on . influencing ' the 
order domestically is greater 
than that overseas.”

Jumping off in the Greek islands 


Tbfire wls Hie: «JW

Around 
Che ground, people _sipped 
^nger beer and urlted of the 
next evening^ concert in lhe 
wrou^u-iron Victorian-style 
\ bandstand nearbj. 

! It was a typical English 
! Sarurday afternoon scene 
scraight out of the last cen- 
j tttry- But overhead the sun 
j was hoc—coo. hot for a Brit- 
I is'ii summer. And the holiday 
crowds around the ground 
who talked quietly among 
themselves often spoke in 
Greek. 

For this was not an Eng¬ 
lish seaside Town of yester¬ 
year, but the Greek island 
of Corfu one weekend last 

August. Corfu, just off the 

north-west corner of the 
mainland of Greece, was 
once a British island—and 
the British hare left behind 
a legacy of ginger beer and 
cricket. Today it keeps its 
British links through a thriv¬ 
ing tourist industry built up 
largely on inclusive holidays 
and self-catering villas, and 
two out of every three visi¬ 
tors to the island come from 
Britain. 

Many people use the 
island as a sore.of “intro¬ 
duction” to Greece, but in 
fact rt differs quite consider¬ 
ably from the rest of the 
country. Unlike most Greek 
islands in midsummer Corfu 
is predominantly green, an 
island of tall cypresses and 


chunky olive trees (there are 
said co be more than three 
saillipa of- the fetter) which 
"Help to soften -The landscape; 
and the people and the hotels 
are both far. more sophisti¬ 
cated than in other pa-ts. 

Beaches are good, 
although soma of them are 
hard to get to and this can 
be a problem on an island 
where car hire is prohibi¬ 
tively expensive. Many 
people choose to hire 
mopeds (about £1.75 a day). 

The island has some of 
the best run hotels in 
Greece, and the Grand Hotel 

Glvfada, the Kontaksdi 
Palace, and the “B” grade 
Aeolos Beach—all used by 
inclusive tow* operators— 
can be recommended. The 
choosy Club MediteiTanee 
do holidays on the_ island, 
and there is also a big range 
■of self-catering villas and 
flats, particularly at Eenit- 
ses, Tpsos, and CassiopL 

Sophistication has _ ■ not 
spoilt the Greek habit of 
hospitality—and when ' ^he 
learned that I was staying 
alone in a flat at Ipsos last 
year the proprietor of a 
local tarerna . insisted upon 
providing .my breakfast 
every morning on a table, set 
outside under a vine-clad 
trellis. 

But the hospitality does 
not run to transporting visi¬ 
tors to the beach, and bus 
services range from .. .the 
erratic to the non-existent. 
So, if you want to get 
around, it is important to

P *And if Corfu, with its 
highly developed tourist in¬ 
dustry, is too crowded for 
vou, there are well over 
i.000 other Greek islands to 
choose from for a holiday. 

The best known are Crete 
and Rhodes, both of which 
are served by a number of 
British tour operators. Like 
Corfu, Rhodes—the Crusader 
island—is used to tourists 
and has plenty---of good 
hotels, restaurants, . and 
Other facilities. The : town_is 
.worth exploring (do not 
miss the old harbour of Man- 
dr aid, which, at is'said,'was 
once straddled By the 90ft 
statue called the Colossus of 
Rhodes, oue of the. Seven 
Wonders of the Ancient 
World), and there are good 
excursions to Lmdos and'to 
the Valley of the Butterflies, 
near Prophitis Elias. ' 

But I prefer rugged Crete 
which, except for the ugly 
and exposed stretch of north 
coast, around Heraklion, has 
not yet let die tourists 
change its truly Greek atmo¬ 
sphere. 

Perhaps because, in recent 
.years, many visitors have 
chosen "to fly to Athens and 
then just drift from island to 
island by ferry, (a trend 
likely to be increased bv 
Thomson’s cheap "Wand¬ 
erer ” holidays, -.'providing 
just a return air ticket and 
accommodation vouchers), 
many tour operators are in-

eluding smaller Greek islands 
in their programmes tins 
year. Examples include -San¬ 
torini (Travel Workshop, 
from £741, Tinos (AUm* 
from £125), Paros (GeUatly 
Travel, from £182),

£99), and Skiarbos (Olympos, 
from £124). Or you can 
cruise to the islands with 
Olvmpic Holidays and Chan- 
dns (from £199). 

, But it is worth remember¬ 
ing that on some of the 
Smaller island; ; both accom¬ 
modation and meals can be 
fairly basic, so choose your 
destination carefully. The 
Olympos brochure contains 
a useful pull-out guide to 
some of the smaller islands. 

Personal choices would he 
a fortnight in a luxury-grade 
hotel on Crete (Sovereign, 
from £185), a week in San¬ 
torini, or as long as possible 
in a self-catering villa in 
Corfu (GSL or the . newly 
formed Charisma Travel).
